ASHIV SENA Minister in Eknath 
Shinde’s Cabinet in Maharashtra 
got the state government in 
November 2023 to allot a parcel 
of land in Navi Mumbai to his 
own trust by the city planning 
agency Cidco for a community 
centre for the banjara people, 
who are included in the Other 
Backward Class list. 

While the demand for acom- 
munity centre was first made in 
November 2022 by the All India 
Banjara Seva Sangh (AIBSS), an 
organisation representing the 
banjara community, the state 
government allotted 5,600 sq m 
land a year later to Shri Sant Dr 
Ramrao Maharaj Charitable 
Trust, a trust headed by Food and 
Drug Administration Minister 
Sanjay Rathod. 

Documents reviewed by The 
Indian Express reveal that after 
Cidco identified three land par-

cel options, Minister Rathod, a 
Sena MLA from Yavatmal, who 
belongs to the banjara commu- 
nity, took the lead in reviewing 
these, and shortlisted one land 
parcel for AIBSS. Cidco was en- 
trusted with the responsibility 
to identify land for the centre. 
When contacted, Rathod said 
he was ready to return the land 
and any other interested organi- 
sation can come forward to build 
the community centre. “There 
was no conflict of interest in get- 
ting the land since it was meant 
for a social cause and not for 
profit-making. Our’s was one of 
the many organisations keen to 
build the community centre,” he 
told The Indian Express.

The quarterly GDP growth 
rate for Q1, which fell below the 
7-per-cent mark for the first time 
in a year, came in much lower 
than the projection of 7.1 per 
cent by the Reserve Bank of India 
(RBI).

Certification for my 
film Emergency has 
been stopped, censors 
got threats: Kangana

ACTOR AND Mandi Lok Sabha 
MP Kangana Ranaut Friday said 
that the clearance for her film, 
Emergency, has been "stopped" 
because of "threats" to members 
of the Central Board of Film 
Certification (CBFC). Until late 
Friday, there was no response 
from the CBFC to the claim. 

The film was slated for release 
in theatres on September 6. 

Posting a video on her X han- 
dle, Kangana said, “There are ru- 
mours doing the rounds that our 
film, Emergency, has been 
granted Censor certificate. This 
is not true. In fact, our film had 
been cleared but certification 
has been stopped because many 
threats were coming in. Death 
threats. The Censor Board mem- 
bers are getting threats. We are 
under pressure not to show the 
assassination of Indira Gandhi, 
not to show Bhindranwale, not 
to show the Punjab riots. I don’t 
know what will be left to show 
then... This is unbelievable for 
me and I am very sorry for the 
state of things in this country.” 

This comes a day after 
Kangana, facing heat from within 
the BJP over her comments about 
the 2020-21 farmers’ protests,

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In UP’s Farrukhabad, 
distraught kin maintain 
girls didn’t die by suicide

THE TWO youths arrested on 
charges of abetment to suicide 
days after two teenage Dalit girls 
were found hanging from a tree 
in a Farrukhabad village in Uttar 
Pradesh are tailors, who run a 
shop on the outskirts of the vil- 
lage and they and the girls had 
exchanged numbers initially for 
stitching of their clothes. 

Even after the filing of an FIR 
and the arrests, mystery contin- 
ues to surround the death of the 
girls - aged 15 and 18 - as both 
their families say that they are 
satisfied with the arrests but are 
still not ready to acceptthe post- 
mortem report findings that con- 
cluded that they died by suicide. 

Of the two youths, one hails 
fromthe same village as the girls 
andotheris froma village nearby. 
While one’s father is a mason, the 
other's parents are marginal 
farmers. Even as the families of 
the two girls have demanded a 
CBI probe in the case, the fami- 
lies of the two youths have also 
raised a similar demand, claim- 
ing that the two "might have 
made the mistake of speaking to 
girls, but could never force any- 
oneto die by suicide or kill them." 

"We were made to talk to the 
arrested youths. Girls of the vil- 
lage used to interact with them to 
get their clothes stitched but we 


never suspected anything unto- 
ward,” the father of one of the 
girls told The Indian Express on 
Friday. He added, “While the po- 
lice are doing their work, we can- 
not accept the autopsy findings. 
Both the girls were murdered and 
if the case is not solved soon, we 
will demand a CBl investigation." 

The mother of the elder girl 
claimed that the police told 
them that during interrogation, 
the two youths admitted to hav- 
ing "briefly met the girls on 
(August 26) night they went 
missing but have claimed that 
they soon parted ways. "Why did 
they leave the girls midway, 
rather than ensuring that they 
reached home? Call detail 
records show that they had been 
talking (to the girls) for long... and 
one of them had given a SIM card 
to the girls as well. We want jus- 
tice and will never accept this 
suicide theory". 

The father of the 15-year-old 
girl, said, “What we wantto high- 
light is that there has to be a cul- 
prit and a reason — be it suicide as 
claimed in the post-mortem re- 
port or murder as we believe it is. 
All of a sudden, if two young girls 
die by suicide, what is the reason 
and who is the actual culprit?” 

Meanwhile, three days after 
the incident, a delegation of lo- 
cal BJP representatives, includ- 
ing Farrukhabad MP Mukesh 
Rajput, met the families of the 
girls.

3 faint during physical test, die

THREE OF the 25 aspirants, who 
were undergoing treatment af- 
ter they fainted during a physi- 
cal test of a constable recruit- 
mentexam in Palamu, have died, 
police said on Friday. 

Two candidates died during 
the course of treatment at 
Medinirai Medical College and 
Hospital at Medininagar in 
Palamu district since Thursday 
night, while one succumbed at 
RIMS, Ranchi, Sub-Divisional 
Police Officer Manibhusan 


Prasad said. They died of breath- 
lessness, as per preliminary find- 
ings, and “we also suspect use of 
sedatives to increase stamina”, 
Superintendent of the hospital, 
Dr RK Ranjan said. 

“We are examining the exact 
cause of the deaths,” he said. 

The deceased were identified 
as Amresh Kumar (20), Arun 
Kumar (25) and Pradip Kumar 
(25). Around 100 candidates, 
who took part in the physical test 
involving running, in the consta- 
ble recruitment exam of the ex- 
cise department in Palamu dis- 
trict, have so far fainted, police 
said.

slower GDP growth rate was 
“well within the consensus an- 
ticipation”. “The slight slow- 
down was anticipated by many 
commentators because of the 
conduct of elections, which also 
brought down government 
spending as well as capital in- 
vestment by the government. 
That is reflected in the govern- 
ment final consumption expen- 
diture data as well,” he said. 

The CEA said rural consump- 
tion has stabilised and is improv- 
ing. “A good monsoon will give 
further fillip to rural and there- 
fore, overall consumption in the 
coming quarters,” he said. 

In the medium-term, there- 
fore, the Indian economy can 
look forward to a growth rate of 
6.5-7 per cent and opportunisti- 
cally at 7 per cent plus if we can 
build on the structural reforms 
undertaken, he said. He listed el- 
evated risks in global financial 
markets among the risk factors 
going ahead apart from escala- 
tion of geopolitical conflicts."... 
potential financial markets cor- 
rection can have implications for 
sentiment and therefore, on pri- 
vate consumption,” he said. 

“There is potential for escala- 
tion of geopolitical conflicts, 
leading to disruptions in com- 
modity supply and therefore, 
higher prices. Monsoon, for ex- 
ample, if La Nina conditions set 
in later in the monsoon season 
in September and if the rainfall 
continues well till October then 
it will have implications for the 
harvest one expects,” he said.

Now that 
they have been rejected from all 
corners, they are talking of caste 
census," he said. "The Congress 
has divided the country on the 
basis of religion once. Now, they 
are conspiring to divide the coun- 
try in the name of the caste cen- 
sus. Those who raise the demand 
for the caste census should tell 
which caste they belong to. Don't 
we have the right to ask?”

“The main reason for the 
lower growth performance can 
be linked to the underspending 
reflected in Gol’s capital expen- 
diture growth in the first quar- 
ter, which as per CGA's data was

terim and final budgets for 
FY2025, the Gol has provided for 
an annual growth in capital ex- 
penditure of around 17.0 per 
cent. In order to make up for the 
loss of momentum of capital 
spending, the Gol will have to 
make an extra effort to acceler- 
ate it in the post monsoon 
months of the fiscal year," DK

Cyclonic storm Asna drifts from Gujarat coast, no impact: IMD

THE DEEP depression off the 
Gujarat coast has intensified into 
Cyclonic Storm Asna, the India 
Meteorological Department 
(IMD) said Friday. 

Cyclone Asna, named by 
Pakistan, is moving away from 
the Indian coast and will not hit 
Gujarat, as per satellite observa- 


tions as of 11.30 am Friday. The 
weather system has already 
caused extreme weather in the 
state, even in its pre-cyclonic 
stage. Additionally, an off-shore 
trough running from north Kerala 
to Gujarat will keep the south- 
west monsoon active to vigorous 
over the west coast. 

In its latest forecast, the IMD 
said heavy rainfall (64-115 mm in 
24 hours) will continue over 
Gujarat till Saturday. After a brief 
lull, heavy rainfall is expected over 


the Kutch-Saurashtra region on 
September 2 and 3. 

“The cyclone will move nearly 
northwestwards away from the 
Indian coast along the northern 
Arabian Sea for the next two 
days,” the department said Friday. 

Cyclones in India, intensifying 
inthe Bay of Bengal or the Arabian 
Sea, are more common during 
the pre-monsoon March-May 
and the post-monsoon October- 
December periods. The strongest 
of these storms have developed 


during May and November. Due 
to strong monsoon currents and 
other unfavourable ocean factors, 
systems rarely intensify into cy- 
clones during the June- 
September monsoon season — 
making Cyclone Asna a rare de- 
velopment. 

While this is the first cyclone 
to form in the Arabian Sea since 
1964, one such storm had formed 
over the Indian landmass in 1976 
before moving over the Arabian 
Sea, according to IMD records.

InJuly 2023, after the final ex-

Over the following months, 
the KSO reached out to the 
Governor of Manipur, the Union

issues faced by the displaced stu- 
dents. Eventually, in February this 
year, KSO approached the 
Supreme Court, but by the time 
the court allowed the Kuki stu- 
dents to be transferred to other 
NITs, 12 of them had graduated 
by appearing for online exams 


and only 38 were left to avail of 
the benefit. Though the SC ver- 
dict has come as arelief to the stu- 
dents, it was also a sign that the 
fault lines were as deep as they 
had been last year. 

A Kuki student who is now at 
NIT Meghalaya said, “The court 
verdict has left me with mixed 
feelings. I’m glad that Iam able to 
continue my studies but I miss 
NIT Manipur. It was my first pref- 
erence because it was my home.” 
His visits to his hometown of 


Churachandpur, he said, are 
through Mizoram. “That’s the 
safest route for us Kukis.” 

Another student, whois in his 
6th semester at NIT Meghalaya, 
said, “We are lucky that the court 
said we could be sent to other 
NITs. Because we could have 
never gone back to Imphal. A lot of 
things have changed for ever - es- 
pecially our friendship with those 
from the other community." He 
misses home, but "at least I don't 
feel like an outsider here".

EARLIER THIS year, a wing com- 
mander in Delhi put up his 2-bhk 
apartment for rent on a popular 
property aggregator website. A 
man texted him on WhatsApp, 
stating that another Army official 
had shown interest in his 
property. 

“The man told the wing com- 
mander that he would make the 
payment from an Army Merchant 
account but since that account be- 
longs to the government, he 
needed proof that the account he 
would be making the payment to 
was genuine. He convinced the 
wing commander to transfer Rs 
2.29 lakh to his account, promis- 
ing that he would return it. As 
soon as the money was trans- 
ferred, the man blocked the wing 
commander,” said a police official. 

The case was among six oth- 
ers of cyber fraud that the Delhi 
Police cracked recently following 
which 18 people were arrested 
from different parts of the coun- 
try after week-long raids. 

DCP Rohit Meena said the 
raids were conducted in Karmatar 
in Jamtara and Giridih 
(Jharkhand), Samastipur (Bihar), 
Rajgarh (Madhya Pradesh), 
Pratapgarh (Uttar Pradesh), 
Mumbai (Maharashtra), Ajmer 
(Rajasthan), and Tarapith and 
Birbhum (West Bengal). 

“Rs.6.9 crore were seized from 
the arrested persons,” DCP Meena 
said.

in one of the cases. DCP Meena 
said, “On July 11, a retired Colonel 
living in Delhi received an SMS 
claiming that 8550 points were in 
his account that could be re- 
deemed for cash. The victim was 
asked to clickon a link, which took 
him to the bank's page. On sub- 
mitting his banking details, he dis- 
covered that Rs 3,39,011 had van- 
ished from his account. The 
money was transferred to a DTP 
card.” 

The IP address of the card was 
tracked and its credentials were 
found to be used in West Bengal. 
“One accused named Sanjay 
Kumbhkar, 45, a petrol pump 
manager in Rajgarh, was then ar- 
rested,” DCP Meena said. 

DTP cards are used for the pur- 
chase of fuel and lubricants at 
petrol pumps. 

At least three persons con- 
nected with this scam were 
nabbed from Tarapith. “The rea- 
son these scamsters had moved

lance around Jamtara,” a police of- 
ficer said. 

Onthe basis of the money trail, 
two accused were arrested after a 
raid in Alwar on August 27. 

In another case, the victim was 
a constable deployed with 
Rajputana Rifles in Delhi Cantt. He 
had placed a customer care re- 
quest to return a parcel ordered 
from a popular e-commerce web- 
site. On October 10, he received a 
call from a man claiming to be a 
customer care executive who 
asked him to download an app 
called Anydesk. "The accused then 
obtained remote access tothe vic- 
tim's account and took out Rs 
199,808 in four transactions,” DCP 
Meena said. Money trail led the 
police toa mule account operated 
by Kundan Kumar Das, 27, in 
Deogarh, Jharkhand, who used to 
provide it to his friend Irfan and 
other fraudsters from Pindari. 

In another case, a woman 
from Safdarjung Enclave had 
joined a WhatsApp group which 
claimed to teach investment tips 
for high returns. “She was asked 
to install an application to buy 
IPOs. She was directed to invest Rs 
18 lakh in three transactions, 
which she did. She realised that 
she had been cheated when the 
alleged scamsters asked her to in- 
vest more,” said an officer with 
Cyber Police Station, South West. 

On February 21, she lodged a 
complaint following which police 
nabbed Deepu and Md. Ali from 
Bengaluru. “They revealed that 
they sold their mule accounts to 
one Chetan Naidu,” DCP Meena 
said. Naidu was arrested from 
Grant Road East, Mumbai. 


In August, Delhi saw 26 rainy 
days — highest figure since 2011

ON AUGUST 1, Delhi received 
107.6 mm of rainfall in just 24 
hours, equivalentto one-fifth of its 
average three-month rainfall 
(July-September) of 549.3 mm. It 
rained for most of the days in the 
entire month. With 26 rainy days 
reported as of Friday, itis the high- 
est marksince 2011 atleast, as per 
the India Meteorological 
Department (IMD). The maxi- 
mum and minimum tempera- 
tures also remained either below 
or close to normal most of the 
days in August. 

With such incessant down- 
pours, the city logged the highest 
rainfall for August in 14 years, 
which is yet another record. 
According to IMD data, the 
Safdarjung station, which is rep- 
resentative of the city, saw a 70 per 
cent above departure monthly 
rainfall at 390.3 mm. This is also 
the highest since 2010 when the 
reported rainfall was 455.1 mm. 
Meanwhile, the second-highest 
monthly rainfall for August was 
reported at 378.8 mm in 2012. 

On Thursday, the reported 
rainfall was logged at 77.1 mm, 
immediately after which the 
maximum temperature dipped to 
the lowest reported in the entire

SOON, DRONES will be deployed 
to identify, map and monitor en- 
croachments in Delhi. 

In a step to ensure to protect 
land from being encroached and 
to bring clarity to the status of land 
for land-owning agencies in the 
Capital,a memorandum ofunder- 
standing (MoU) was signed by the 
Delhi Development Authority 
(DDA), Municipal Corporation of 
Delhi (MCD), and Survey of India 
Thursday to conduct drone sur- 
Veys. 

The initiative, headed by L-G 
VKSaxena, will provide real-time 
high-resolution data and aims to 
determine the current status of 
land in the capital. 

Astatement from the L-G's of- 
fice read, “The survey to be under- 
taken now will provide immense 
advantages such as high level of 
data accuracy and high-resolution 
images obtained through drones 
flying over identified areas. It 
would help exact boundary de- 
marcation of structures and en- 
sure that ground-truthing of

khasra layers is done more pre- 
cisely.” 

The aerial imagery will have 
diverse uses including easy iden- 
tification, mapping and monitor- 
ing of encroachments.

The survey will also provide 
high-resolution data on a real- 
time basis, enabling precise 
boundary demarcation, identifi- 
cation, mapping, and monitoring 
of encroachments. This will help 
authorities to take swift action 
against encroachments, ensuring 
the planned development of Delhi 
as per the Master Plan of Delhi 
(MPD), said the statement. 

The agreement is aimed at 
helping DDA and MCD easily 
identify and address encroach- 
ments and unauthorised con- 
structions.

Excise case: 

HC to decide 
bail pleas of 3 
accused soon

THE DELHI High Court is likely to 
soon decide the bail pleas of three 
accused in the Delhi excise policy 
case. Reserving the verdict of one 
of the accused, businessman Amit 
Arora, a single-judge bench of 
Justice Neena Bansal Krishna 
Friday said, “I will be wrapping up 
the bail matters within 8-10 days.” 

Apart from Arora, Justice 
Krishna’s bench is dealing with 
the bail pleas of two other accused 
-- Aam Aadmi Party’s former 
communications chief Vijay Nair 
and Indospirit managing director 
Sameer Mahendru. 

Justice Krishna Friday further 
extended the interim bail of Arora, 
the director of Buddy Retail Pvt 
Ltd. He was arrested by the 
Enforcement Directorate (ED) un- 
der the Prevention of Money 
Laundering Act (PMLA). 

The ED has accused Nair of be- 
ing a middleman between the 
‘South Group’, which allegedly 
gave Rs 100 crore as kickbacks to 
enter the liquor retail segment in 
the national capital, and the AAP. 
He has also been accused of laun- 
dering money received as kick- 
backs during AAP’s Goa Assembly 
poll campaign in 2022. 

According to the probe, Nair, 
in collusion with co-accused 
Dinesh and Amit Arora, allegedly 
arm-twisted a few wholesalers to 
surrender their L-1 licences and 
then coerced manufacturers to 
choose wholesalers of his choice. 
Nair's bail plea has been reserved 
for judgment.

ON FRIDAY evening, the Azad 
Market gurdwara in North 
Delhi's Pul Bangash is quiet, save 
for the granthi's chanting. A few 
men sit scattered across the soft 
carpeted floor and repeat "Wahe 
Guru ji da Khalsa, Wahe Guru ji di 
Fateh" every few minutes. 

The news had yet to reach 
them. When it finally did, 
Gurbaksh Singh's eyes widened 
on hearing a Delhi court's order 
that Congress leader Jagdish 
Tytler, accused in the 1984 anti- 
Sikh riots, is set to face trial for 
charges including hate speech 
and murder. 

He began furiously scrolling 
through his phone to confirm it. 
“Oh... there it is,” he said and then 
quietly read the news piece be- 
fore setting down his phone. He 
shook his head and smiled. 

Forty years ago, the same 
gurdwara was the site of 
unimaginable violence and 
bloodshed during the riots that 
broke out across Delhi following 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s 
assassination by her Sikh body- 
guards on October 31, 1984. 

Three Sikh men were burnt 
in and near the premises. Azad 
Market, situated right behind the 
place of worship, is said to have 
burned for three days straight. 

Over the years, Tytler’s 
name has emerged several

UNDERLINING WHAT it termed 
were “grave concerns” related to 
the functioning of the AAP gov- 
ernment in Delhi, a delegation of 
BJP MLAs Friday called on 
President Droupadi Murmu with 
an appeal to dismiss the govern- 
ment given the “constitutional 
crisis plaguing” the Capital. 

Reacting to the move, the 
AAP termed it an indication of 
the BJP having “already accepted 
defeat” in the upcoming Delhi 
Assembly elections. 

Delhi BJP MLAs, led by Leader 
of Opposition Vijender Gupta, 
submitted a memorandum 
highlighting “governance paral- 
ysis” with CM Arvind Kejriwal in 
jail for over four months on cor- 
ruption charges related to the 
Delhi excise policy case. 

“Despite his imprisonment, 
Kejriwal has refused to resign, 


creating an unprecedented situ- 
ation that has led to a complete 
breakdown of governance in 
Delhi. Critical administrative de- 
cisions are being delayed, and es- 
sential services are severely af- 
fected, directly impacting the 
lives of Delhi's citizens,” the BJP's 
memorandum stated. 

“We are calling on the 
President to dismiss this govern- 
ment and take immediate action 
to restore constitutional order in 
Delhi," Gupta said. 

On its part, the AAP alleged 
that the BJP was "desperate to 
seize power” in Delhi and had left 
no stone unturned to “defame 
honestly working AAP leaders”, 
including Kejriwal, even as the 
“so-called liquor scam conspir- 
acy has fallen flat in the court.” 

“Now, BJP is ina hurry to im- 
pose President’s rule as it cannot 
win elections in Delhi. The peo- 
ple of Delhi have seen that CM 
Kejriwal has worked like a son of 
Delhi,” the AAP said in response. 


chargesheet filed against Tytler 
last May, the Central Bureau of 
Investigation had accused him of 
“inciting, instigating and provok- 
ing the mob" that had assembled 
near the Pul Bangash Gurdwara 
on November 1, 1984. 
Recounting that day, 
Gurbaksh said, “I was so young 
then... I remember we didn't 
venture outside the house for 3- 
4 days. We kept our doors and 


windows tightly shut. We 
would hear about shops being 
burnt and people being put in 
tyres and then burnt..." 

His voice trails away as his 
eyes take on a faraway look. "... 
Mostofthe people who saw what 
happened thenare either dead or 
gone. Who would want to live 
here after that?" he added. 

"You know, I can't imagine 
my father's pain," he said. "He 
saw both 1947 and 1984. He saw 
too much bloodshed, too many 
people being cut down in front 
of him." 

Another man sitting next to 
Gurbaksh recalled how the 
gurdwara was burned on 
November 1. "People used to live 
on the floors above... they saw a 
fire and began throwing cylin- 
ders out of the windows, think- 
ing they would explode in the 
heat. The mob that had gathered 
below threw the cylinders back 
into the building... two or three 
must have burst," he said. 

Satnam Singh, an elderly 
man, said, “We got scared... noth- 
ing made sense, people just lost 
their minds in the violence." 

The three men sat in silence, 
staring at the red, white, and 
black patterns on the gurdwara's 
carpeted floor. There's no cele- 
bration or relief. 

Only silence. 

"Isuppose it's good if he goes 
to jail," said Gurbaksh, adding, 
"But most of the people who suf- 
fered are gone now." 


'Need meeting to check 
feasibility of artificial rain’ 


Minister Gopal Rai writes to Centre

DELHI ENVIRONMENT Minister 
Gopal Rai Friday called on the cen- 
tral government to convene an ur- 
gent meeting to check the feasi- 
bility of cloud seeding in the city. 

Cloud seeding is a process to 
induce artificial rain. With the on- 
set of winter a month away, when 
air pollution is feared to be the 
most rampant, talks of artificial 
rain in the capital have emerged. 

The step comes a day after 
Rai held a round table confer- 
ence with environmental ex- 
perts and officials to gather their 


recommendations to formulate 
this year’s winter action plan. 
Artificial rain emerged as the top 
recommendation, according to 
a statement by the Environment 
Minister’s office Thursday. 

Writing to Union Minister of 
Environment, Forest and 
Climate Change, Bhupendra 
Yadav, Rai said: “I request you to 
convene an immediate meeting 
to coordinate with all stake- 
holders concerned... to evaluate 
the potential of cloud seeding 
as an emergency measure and 
to obtain necessary permissions 
from various government agen- 
cies to outline a coordinated 
plan of action.”

AMID SLOGANEERING and

Delayed by 18 months due to 
clashes between AAP and BJP, 
elections for the 12 zones, sched- 
uled for September 4, are vital for 
many reasons. In addition to elect- 
inga chairman and deputy chair- 
man for each ward committee, 12 
of the 18 members of the stand- 
ing committee — MCD's financial 
backbone — will also be chosen, 
one from each ward. No project 
costing more than Rs 5 crore can 
proceed without the standing 
committee’s approval. 

Arriving at the office of 
Municipal Secretary Shiva Prasad, 
AAP workers raised slogans of 
‘Arvind Kejriwal Zindabad’ while 
showering candidates with rose 
petals and garlanding them. AAP 
filed nominations in 11 of 12 zones. 

BJP, on its part, raised slogans 
of ‘kyun pade ho chakkar mai, koi 
nahi hai takkar mai" as councillors 
filed nominations in 10 zones. 
They were accompanied by West 
Delhi MP Kamaljeet Sehrawat and 
Northwest Delhi MP Yogender 
Chandoliya, both ex-councillors. 

The Congress, with just 9 
councillors, is focusing on the 
Shahdara South Zone.

COMING ALL the way ohh 
Warangal, Telangana, 17-year- 
old Velpula Shiva Raju was ap- 
prehensive that he would not be 
able to make friends at Ashoka 
University. “I thought I would be 
judged for the kind of back- 
ground I come from. Plus, there 
was the language barrier,” says 
Raju, son of a carpenter, who had 
not set foot in Delhi-NCR before. 

A few weeks later, though, 
much of his doubts were put to 
rest. “I can't speak much Hindi. 
But everyone has been kind here 
so far,” he says. 

Raju is among the 48 first- 
generation college goers from 


their families to have secured ad- 
mission at the Ashoka University 
as part of its Academic Bridge 
Programme under which the en- 
tire fees of the students is waived 
off. The programme commenced 
in 2018; this year, as many as 29 
women have been admitted un- 
der it — highest in three years as 
per data provided by the varsity. 

One of these women is 
Monisha P, an 18-year-old from 
Bengaluru. The daughter of a 
house help mother and a con- 
struction worker father, she is 
experiencing many firsts on 
campus. “I have never been to a 
gym before. I have only looked at 
it from outside,” she shares with 
The Indian Express. "Now, I work 
out regularly." 

Monisha is studying Biology 
and Computer Science at the uni-

versity. Reaching the portals ofthe 
prestigious university, situated in 
Sonipat, was fraught with chal- 
lenges for Monisha. "I had to con- 
vince my mother for six months.

Plus, we did not 
have enough funds for meto even 
afford the tripto Delhi. But some- 
how, arrangements were made 


and I managed to get to the cam- 
pus to start a new journey," says 
Monisha, who has three siblings. 

Safety was one issue that 
Alsiya Tabrez Sheikh, a 19-year- 
old from Pune, could also relate 
with. “I come from a conserva- 
tive family. No one has ever sent 
agirl child so far away in my ex- 
tended family. When I first came 
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to Delhi and then entered this 
campus, I felt like I had come to 
a different country,” says Sheikh. 

“Going to college is truly a 
dream come true.” 

Sheikh’s mother is a house- 
wife while her father works at a 
private company. Oldest among 
four siblings, she credits her 
school. “If it wasn’t for this op- 


portunity, I would have been 
married off by now,” she tells 
The Indian Express. A student 
of Computer Science and 
Entrepreneurship, Sheikh wants 
to become a “changemaker” by 
starting her own business. 

The three students are among 
those from the Academic Bridge 
Programme whorecently under- 
wenta three-week session aimed 
at bridging the gap between their 
academic experience and college 
curriculum, and allowing them 
time to settle into campus before 
the commencement of their un- 
dergraduate course. 

“Initially, Ithought I would not 
be able to fit in here. But now that 
Iam here, I am grateful for this op- 
portunity,” says Raju as he sits in 
his dormitory. He says the world 
here is afar cry from home where

KOLKATA DOCTOR’S RAPE AND MURDER 


Bose meets Shah 
amid BJP calls for 
‘Centre’s action’

AS THE BJP mounts pressure on 
the West Bengal government 
over the recent rape and murder 
of a trainee woman doctor at 
R G Kar Medical College and 
Hospital in Kolkata, provoking 
widespread protests, Governor 
C V Ananda Bose met Union 
Home Minister Amit Shah Friday 
and briefed him on the situation. 

Despite the BJP’s demands for 
“action,” highly placed sources 
said the Centre is “carefully 
weighing” the steps it can take. 
While it has kept the political 
heat on with BJP protests almost 
a daily feature across the state, it 
is more circumspect about any 
intervention that can be seen as 
the Centre breaching the federal 
compact, especially when it de- 
pends on regional allies. 

A leader said: "There is no 
definite plan yet nor clarity" on 
the next steps. The Governor too 
is believed to have updated the 
Centre on the situation in West 
Bengal without suggesting any 
particular action. 

Bose was scheduled to meet 
Union Health Minister J P Nadda 
to take up the issues raised by 
the protesting junior doctors in 
the state. But after the Supreme 
Court constituted a National Task 
Force to come up with recom- 
mendations regarding improving 
“the safety, working conditions 
and well-being of medical profes- 
sionals”, the meeting was can- 
celled, sources said. 

The state BJP, however, con- 
tinues to demand “stringent” ac- 
tion against the TMC govern- 
ment. “The entire state has 
turned against Mamata Banerjee 
and her party. Almost every 
party including allies like 
Congress have expressed disap- 
proval over the administration 
in West Bengal,” said a BJP leader. 

Earlier, President Droupadi 
Murmu told PTI that “enough 
was enough” while talking about 
the Kolkata incident, saying she 
was “dismayed and horrified” at 
the crimes against women. 

State BJP leaders believe the 
Centre could have taken discipli-

Assam House scraps 
3-hour break used 
for Friday prayers

THE ASSAM Legislative 
Assembly Friday did away with 
a provision in its Rules of 
Procedure, under which the 
House used to be adjourned be- 
tween 11 am to 2 pmon Fridays. 

Though the Rules of Procedure 
did not explicitly mention that this 
was toenable Muslim MLAs to of- 
fer Friday prayers, the Assam gov- 
ernment, while announcing the 
decision, said that this was the 
purpose of the rule. 

Rule 11 of the Rules of 
Procedure of the Assam 
Legislative Assembly stated: 
“The House shall ordinarily com- 
mence from 9:30 am to 2 pm on 
all weekdays except Fridays and 
Saturday. On Friday, the House 
shall sit from 9:30 am to 11:30 
am and 3 pm to 5 pm.” 

With the amendment ap- 
proved by the Assembly Friday, 
from next session onwards, the 
House will sit for the same hours 
on Friday as the rest of the week. 

Speaker Biswajit Daimary told 
reporters that this was a provision 
unique to the Assam Assembly, 
introduced during the premier- 
ship of Muhammad Saadullah in 
pre-Independence Assam. 

"Since I’ve become Speaker, 


I've noticed that on Friday, when 
there's some important matters 
to discuss, it becomes very diffi- 
cult for time. The other thing is 
that in today's day and age, 
everybody is very conscious 
about their rights. People of 
other religions have also some- 
times started saying that we 
should also get some time for 
prayers..." he said. 

Assam Chief Minister 
Himanta Biswa Sarma posted on 
social media: "By doing away 
with the two-hour Jumma 
break, the Assam Assembly has 
prioritised productivity and shed 
another vestige of colonial bag- 
gage. This practice was intro- 
duced by Muslim League's Syed 
Saadulla in 1937..." 

While the amendment was 
not protested in the house, 
Dhing MLA from AIUDF Aminul 
Islam, who is also a part of the 
Rules Committee, claimed that 
the Speaker had told members 
that he was facing pressure from 
BJP members. "Apart from 
Jammu and Kashmir, the high- 
est number of Muslim MLAs is 
in Assam. So if there's no break 
and if they all go to do jumma 
namaz during that time, a lot of 
work of the assembly where 
their participation is involved, 
they will be absent. That's why it 
was given," he told reporters.

PRIMEMINISTER Narendra Modi 
will visit Brunei on September 3 
and 4 — the first bilateral visit by 
any Indian PM to the tiny nation 
— followed by atrip to Singapore 
on September 4 and 5. 

Modi will be in Singapore at 
the invitation of Prime Minister 
Lawrence Wong. "The leaders 
will review the progress of 
India-Singapore Strategic 
Partnership and exchange views 
on regional and global issues of 
mutual interest," said a state- 
ment by the Ministry of External 
Affairs on Friday. 

The visit to Brunei — at the in- 
vitation of its ruler and Prime 
Minister Sultan Haji Hassanal 
Bolkiah — coincides with 40th 
anniversary of the establishment 
of diplomatic ties between India 
and the country, which is located 
on the island of Borneo. 

Noting that Brunei is an im- 
portant partner in India’s ‘Act 
East’ Policy and its vision of Indo- 
Pacific, the MEA statement said 
the visit will strengthen India’s 
cooperation with Brunei in ex- 
isting sectors — defence cooper- 
ation, trade and investment, en- 
ergy, space technology, health, 
capacity building, culture as well 
as people-to-people exchanges 
— while also exploring avenues 
for cooperation in newer sectors.

Vows peace in 6 months, rules out resignation & separate administration for Kukis

WITH ETHNIC violence gradually 
subsiding, Manipur Chief 
Minister N Biren Singh has prom- 
ised to fully restore peace in the 
state in six months with the 
Centre's help, and also ruled out 
stepping down, saying he has nei- 
ther committed a crime nor 
spawned a scandal. 

In an interview with PTI 
Videos here on Thursday, Singh 
said that he has appointed an 
emissary to hold talks with Kuki- 
zo and Meitei leaders. The clashes 
between the Kuki-zo and Meiti 
ethnic groups since May 2023 has 
left226 dead, according to official 
count. He identified the emissary 
as Dinganglung Gangmei, a Naga 
MLA and the chairman of the Hill 
Area Committee. 

Singh said along with dia- 
logue, the Central government's 
involvement will be critical in 
bringing peace. 

“I don't think it will stretch 
long. Within 5-6 months peace 
should return. Itis our hope and I 
am also confident,” said Singh, 
who is a Meitei and remains 


from its order in February this 
year. The conflict has also ex- 
tracted a political cost on PM 
Narendra Modi who has been

largely mistrusted by the Kukis. 

During the interview he re- 
peatedly emphasised that he 
does not want to identify himself 
as a Meitei when he is sitting on 
the chair. "Iam a CM for all". 

Singh said the origins of the 
conflict go back to his first term as 
CM in 2017-2022 when he 
cracked down on illegal drug 
trade and migration from neigh- 
bouring Myanmar. 

Singh said a Manipur High 
Court decision in March 2023 rec- 
ommending scheduled tribe(ST) 
status to Meiteis further fuelled 
anger among Kukis who felt their 
rights were being diluted, al- 
though the court order was not 
implemented by Singh's govern- 
ment. The High Court itself with- 
drew the paragraph on ST status 


criticized by the opposition and 
his critics for not visiting Manipur. 

“The PM may not have come 
but he has sent his home minister. 
And PM has so often spoken 
about Manipur, even from Lal 
Quila on Independence Day... and 
whatever is being done here in 
terms of security, funding etc, is 
under his leadership only. In a 
complex situation a PM coming 
was not necessary," Singh said. 

According to Singh, the BJP's 
loss in both Lok Sabha seats from 
Manipur, including the Meitei- 
dominated Inner Manipur, was a 
reflection on his popularity, and 
not because his party was any less 
popular. 

He also made it clear that he 
will not tolerate pro-Meitei mili- 
tant outfits, such as Arambai 
Tengoll, which has openly advo- 
cated violence against Kukis. 

"I told them you will not do 
any anti-national or communal 
act. You have to support the gov- 
ernment. I gave clear warning 
‘you will not say anything’. Not 
one word has come from their 
mouth in 5 months. I will not let 


Threat calls to Gadkari: NIA wants to close case, 
but Maharashtra police has chargesheeted three

IN A curious turn of events in 
the probe into threat calls made 
to Union minister Nitin Gadkari 
in January and March 2023, the 
Maharashtra police have 
named three persons as ac- 
cused in the case while the NIA 
has proposed to close the case 
citing ‘lack of evidence’. 

The NIA, which took over the 
probe in July 2023, informed the 


court in Mumbai this week that it 
wants to close the case. The 
Maharashtra police, which contin- 
ued their probe even after the NIA 
was roped in, filed a chargesheet 
on September 2023 against three 
persons, alleging terror links. 

The incident at the centre of 
the probe occurred in 2023. Two 
FIRs were filed by the Dhantoli po- 
lice in Nagpur for alleged threat 
calls to the public relations officer 
of Gadkari with demands of Rs 
100 crore in the first call on 
January 14, 2023, and Rs 10 crore 


in the second call on March 21. 

Initially, one Jayesh Pujari was 
identified as an accused. Later 
two more — Afsar Pasha and 
Mohammed Shakeer — were 
found involved in the case. The 
police claimed they had terror 
links and invoked sections of 
UAPA in the case. 

After terror links emerged, 
the MHA directed the NIA to take 
over the probe. The agency filed 
its FIR on July 14, 2023. 

As per procedure, once an FIR 
is filed by the NIA, the case has to 


be transferred to the agency. The 
case can be heard only by a noti- 
fied court, designated under the 
NIA Act. In Maharashtra, these 
courts are in Mumbai. Therefore, 
the NIA movedan application be- 
fore the special court in Nagpur 
seeking transfer of the case to 
Mumbai. On July 18, 2023, the 
court rejected this application, 
stating that since the offence took 
place in Nagpur, the jurisdiction is 
with the court there.

them be extremist, anti-na- 
tional,” he said. 

Singh, whose move to resign 
was dramatically foiled by his 
supporters who snatched and 
tore his resignation letter in full 
public view during the peak of 
the unrest last year, said he has 
no intention of quitting now. 

“Why should I resign? Have I 
stolen anything? Is there a scan- 
dal against me? Have I worked 
against the nation or state? I have 
saved the state from illegal migra- 
tion, illegal poppy cultivation. My 
jobis to protect Manipur and peo- 
ple of Manipur. There is no ques- 
tion (of resigning),” he said. 

He also rejected the demand 
of Kukis for a separate adminis- 
tration. “Manipur is a small state. 
Our forefathers have a history of 
2000 years. Many sacrifices were 
made to make this state. This state 
can't be broken or have a separate 
administration. We will not allow 
this,” he said. 

However, one can look at 
what can be done through the 
autonomous councils with focus 
on development, he said. He 
added that it is important to de- 
velop hill areas for which he will 
request the Centre to give a spe- 
cial package.

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Akal Takht declares Sukhbir a tankhaiya for 
his ‘mistakes’ as Punjab Deputy CM, SAD chief

THE AKAL Takht Friday declared 
Shiromani Akali Dal president 
Sukhbir Singh Badal 'tankhaiya' 
— guilty of violating the Sikh re- 
ligious code — for the “mistakes” 
made by him as deputy chief 
minister and party chief from 
2007 to 2017 and the decisions 
that he took that “deeply harmed 
the image of the ‘Panth’ and 
caused damage to Sikh interests”. 
The decision to declare Badal 
'tankhaiya' was taken by the five 
high priests of the Akal Takht — 
the supreme temporal seat of 
the Sikhs. Reading the order, 
Jathedar Giani Raghbir Singh, the 
head priest, asked Badal to ap- 
pear before the Akal Takht 
within 15 days to seek apology. 
“Decisions made during 
Sukhbir Badal's tenure as deputy 
chief minister and president SAD 
since 2007 have negatively im- 
pacted SAD and its condition has 
deteriorated. Sikh interests have 


Divorce plea: SC 
orders Omar, 
Payal to appear 
for mediation

THE SUPREME Court on Friday 
asked former J&K Chief Minister 
Omar Abdullah and his es- 
tranged wife Payal Abdullah, 
who are caught in a divorce bat- 
tle, to appear before its media- 
tion centre to see if the differ- 
ences can be resolved. 

AbenchofJustices Sudhanshu 
Dhulia and  Ahsanuddin 
Amanullah, which took up a peti- 
tion filed by Omar, said it will now 
hear the matter after it receives 
the mediator’s report. 

The National Conference vice 
president had approached the SC 
after the Delhi High Court upheld 
the Family Court order dismiss- 
ing his prayer for divorce. He 
urged the court to exercise pow- 
ers under Article 142 of the 
Constitution to grant them sep- 
aration. Omar’s counsel, Senior 
Advocate Kapil Sibal, pointed out 
to the court that Omar and Payal 
had been living separately for al- 
most 15 years now. 

Appearing for Payal, Senior 
Advocate Shyam Divan said, “We 
think there can be an attempt at 
mediation.” The bench also 
agreed, even as it pointed out that 
there was a Constitution Bench 
judgement in Omar's favour. 

The bench was referring to a 
May 1, 2023, 5-judge Constituti- 
on Bench ruling that said the SC 
can dissolve a marriage on the 
ground of "irretrievable break- 
down”, by exercising its powers 


under Article 142(1) of 
Constitution even if one of the 
parties opposes it. 


Sibal expressed doubts that 
mediation would resolve the sit- 
uation but agreed to the court's 
suggestion. 

Omar and Payal married in 
September 1994 but have been 
living separately since 2009.

TV SOMANATHAN took over as 
Cabinet Secretary Friday follow- 
ing the superannuation of Rajiv 
Gauba, an official statement said. 

Gauba had been Cabinet 
Secretary since 2019 and com- 
pleted an unprecedented five- 
year term. Until recently the 
Finance Secretary, Somanathan 
was named Cabinet Secretary on 
August 10 with a two-year 
tenure. 

A 1987-batch IAS officer of 
the Tamil Nadu cadre, 
Somanathan is a qualified char- 
tered accountant, cost account- 
ant and company secretary. He 
has held important assignments 


at the Centre, including as Joint 
Secretary and later as Additional 
Secretary in the Prime Minister's 
Office. 

He also served as a Joint 
Secretary in the Union Ministry 
of Corporate Affairs and was de- 
puted as Director for Corporate 
Affairs at the World Bank in 
Washington DC. 

Somanathan was holding the 
charge of Finance Secretary and 
Secretary in the Department of 
Expenditure when he was 
named Cabinet Secretary. 

In Tamil Nadu, he served in 
key positions such as Secretary 
to the Chief Minister. 

Somanathan was additional 
chief secretary and commis- 
sioner of commercial taxes dur- 
ing the GST rollout.

"unconditional forgiveness" and 
had also submitted his explana- 
tion after the Jathedar asked him 
to appearin person before the Akal 
Takht following allegations lev- 
elled by the party's rebel leaders, 
who have asked him to step down. 
On July 1, rebel SAD leaders — 
including former MPs Sukhdev 
Singh Dhindsa and Prem Singh 
Chadumajra, former Shiromani 
Gurdwara Parbandhak 
Committee chief Bibi Jagir Kaur, 
and several other senior leaders 
— had appeared before the Akal 
Takht and apologised for the 
"four mistakes" committed 
when the party was in power in 
Punjab between 2007 and 2017. 
The “mistakes” including the 
failure to punish those responsi- 
ble for the 2015 sacrilege inci- 
dents, the subsequent police fir-

Nothing should come in 
the way. I want everyone in the 
country to heed the same sage 
and timely caution by the 
Presidentof India," Dhankhar said. 

Mentioningthat the UCC was 
in the Directive Principles of 
State Policy, the V-P said: “...the 
UCC, which has been on the shelf 
for too long, is a small measure 
of justice for your segment. Look 


around and see what it means. It 
will help in several ways, but 
mainly it will help your gender." 

Further, urging young 
women students to become fi- 
nancially independent, Dhan- 
khar said: "It is quintessentially 
important for you to unleash 
your energy and potential".

Jaishankar: Era 
of uninterrupted 
dialogue with 
Pakistanis over 


‘India not passive... whether events 
positive or negative, we will react'

SAYING THAT the "era of unin- 
terrupted dialogue" with 
Pakistan was over, External 
Affairs Minister S Jaishankar 
Friday asserted that India was 
“not passive” and will react 
“whether events take a positive 
or negative direction”. 

Speaking at the launch of a 
book — Strategic Conundrum: 
Reshaping India’s Foreign Policy, 
by former diplomat Rajiv Sikri — 
Jaishankar also said that for any 
country, neighbours are “always 
a conundrum” as are “major 
powers”. “In case of China, you 
have a double conundrum, be- 
cause it’s aneighbour and a ma- 
jor power,” he said. 

The Minister’s comments 
come just weeks ahead of the 
Shanghai Cooperation 
Organisation (SCO) Summit be- 
ing hosted by Pakistan in 
October. MEA spokesperson 
Randhir Jaiswal told reporters 
Friday that Pakistan had formally 
invited Prime Minister Modi to 
the SCO Summit, but said there 
was “no further update” on 
India’s participation. “We will let 
you know the situation later,” 
Jaiswal said. 

Ties between India and 
Pakistan took a sharp dip in 2019, 
after the abrogation of Article 
370 granting special status to 
Jammu and Kashmir. Both sides 
have not posted High 
Commissioners in each other's 
capitals ever since. New Delhi 
has insisted the onus was on 
Islamabad to create an environ- 
ment for talks that is free of ter- 
ror and hostility. 

Jaishankar said at the book 
launch: "I think the era of unin- 
terrupted dialogue with Pakistan 
is over. Actions have conse- 
quences, and in so far as Jammu 
&Kashmiris concerned, (Article) 
370is done.So, the issue today is 
what kind ofrelationship can we 
possibly contemplate with 
Pakistan." “What I do want to 
say is that we are not passive, 
and whether events take a posi- 
tive or negative direction, either 
way we will react,” he said. 

On ties with other neigh- 
bouring countries, including 
China, he said: "Major powers

will be a conundrum because 
they are major, because of the 
breadth of their interests. They 
will always have an agenda, 
which will overlap with us, but 
to differing degrees, also diverge. 
In the case of China, you have a 
double conundrum, because it's 
a neighbour and a major power. 
So,the challenges with China fits 
this double definition." 

With Afghanistan, Jaishankar 
said there were “strong people- 
to-people relations". “At a socie- 
tal level, there is a certain good- 
will for India. But as we look at 
Afghanistan, the basics of state- 
craft should not be forgotten. 
There are international relations 
at work here. So when we today 
review our Afghan policy, we are 
very clear-eyed about our inter- 
ests. We are not confused by 'in- 
herited wisdom’ that is before 
us," he said. 

An intergovernmental or- 
ganisation established in 2001, 
the SCO aims to promote coop- 
eration and peace among its 
members as well as foster "a 
new democratic, fair and rational 
international political and eco- 
nomic order." It has nine mem- 
bers: China, Russia, India, 
Pakistan, Iran, Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Tajikistan and 
Uzbekistan. 

Jaishankar also said there 
was a debate in the neighbour- 
hood about two other groupings, 
SAARC and BIMSTEC. He de- 
scribed it as a contrast illustrat- 
ing some challenges and oppor- 
tunities of "regionalisation". 

"Therealissueis that of over- 
lapping identities versus forging 
new ones. So, everywhere there 
is history at play, but there is pol- 
itics that often contests history 
and this in a way is a perennial 
challenge for India's relationships 
with all its neighbours,” he said.

Pinarayi seeks

MEA: Working for 
release of Indians

KERALA CM Pinarayi Vijayan 
Friday urged External Affairs 
Minister S Jaishankar to bring 
back men from Kerala who 
landed in a Russian Army camp 
after they were allegedly 
cheated by job racket. 

Vijayan wrote a letter to the 
Union Minister after a Kerala 
youth who allegedly worked 
with a Russian military camp 
died from an airborne attack ten 
days back. The body of the vic- 
tim, Sandeep, 36, a native 
Nayarangadi village at Trikkur 
panchayat in Thrissur district, is 
kept in Rostov-on-Don in Russia. 

The CM said four others 
named Santhosh, Shanmukhan, 
Siby Susamma Babu and Renin 
Thomas are still trapped ina mil- 
itary camp at Ukraine’s Luhansk 
“in dangerous situations”. 

“They have gone to Russia 
through illegal recruitments and 
on reaching Russia, they were 
deployed in military camps. It 
has to be found out how many 
people are languishing in Russia 
after they got cheated in job 
fraud,” the letter said, also seek- 
ing the Union Minister’s inter- 
vention for speedy repartition of 
Sandeep’s body. 

In Delhi, MEA spokesperson 
Randhir Jaiswal told re-porters at 
aweekly briefing that as 
many as 15 Indian nationals 
have been released from the 
Russian Army so far and the em- 
bassy in Moscow continues to 
work with the authorities thereto 
facilitate the release of the others. 

Jaiswal’s comments came 
weeks after External Affairs 
Minister S Jaishankar tol 
Parliamentthat Russian President 
Vladimir Putin had "personally" 
assured PM Narendra Modi, in 
Moscow last month, of the release 
of 69 Indians with the Russian 
Army.Giving details, Jaishankar 
had told the House that over the 
past nine months, 91 Indians had 
been recruited into Russian Army 
and eight had been killed so far. 
“14 out of 91 Indians have been 
discharged or... have come back 
with our assistance,” he had said. 


Indians stuck at Sao Paulo airport 
have been given food, water: MEA

INDIAN NATIONALS stuck at the 
Sao Paulo-Guarulhos Interna- 
tional Airport, Brazil, are being 
provided food and water, the 
MEA said on Friday, adding that 
the Indian consulate is in touch 
with the Brazilian authorities 
and trying to collect more de- 
tails. 

Hundreds of migrants from 
India, Nepal and Vietnam have 
been stuck at the airport for 
weeks in alarming conditions — 
sleeping on the floor as they wait 
to enter Brazil, according to re- 


ports published last week. 
Addressing medipersons 
Friday, MEA spokesperson 
Randhir Jaiswal said: “The 
Brazilian authorities have in- 
formed our Consulate in Sao 
Paulo on August 27, 2024, that 
several Indians are stranded at 
Guarulhos airport. Our 
Consulate is in touch with the 
Brazilian Foreign Office repre- 
sentative in Sao Paulo regarding 
this. They have also sought a 
meeting with the authorities 
concemed, and are trying to col- 
lect further information.” 
Jaiswal, however, said that 
the situation about Indians be- 
ing stuck at the airport has been 


“exaggerated”. 

It was reported last week that 
at least 666 Asian migrants — in- 
cluding “hundreds of Indian, 
Nepalese and Vietnamese citi- 
zens — have been stuck at the 
airport for weeks”, who are wait- 
ing to enter Brazil. 

The migrants have been wait- 
ing to enter the country without 
visas, and are staying in the air- 
portin poor conditions and sleep- 
ing on the floor, the media reports 
had stated, adding that they had 
also been staying in a restricted 
area with no food or water. 

“The Indians are being taken 
care of — in terms of food and 
water,” Jaiswal said.

AHEAD OF Swachh Bharat 
Mission completing 10 years on 
October 2, MoS for Housing and 
Urban Affairs TOKHAN SAHU 
speaks to DAMINI NATH about 
how the mission has led to socie- 
tal transformation. Sahu also hit 
out at Congress over the demand 
for a caste census and and de- 
fended the Modi government’s re- 
cent decisions, including with- 
drawal of the lateral entry 
advertisment. Excerpts: 


In Chhattisgarh, your home 
state, the RSS has raised the is- 
sue of tribals who have con- 
verted availing quota benefits. 
What's your stand on this? 
The Hindu religion never talks 
aboutreligious conversion. We are 
believers of Sanatan Sanskriti. We 
respect all religions. We have 
never told anyone to convert. But 
Congress has always pushed reli- 
gious conversion in the interest of 
vote-bank politics. Why should 


those who have converted get the 
benefit of that (ST) community? 
Those from a community should 
reap the benefits of that commu- 
nity, as per the Constitution 
framed by Dr B R Ambedkar, so 
that all sections get the benefits. 


The Chhattisgarh BJP govern- 
ment recently handed over the 
Mahadev betting app case to 
the CBI. What was the reason? 

From 2018-2023, the Bhupesh 
Baghel government carried out 
big scams — in liquor, coal, Public 
Service Commission, gobar...even 
our Mahadev was not spared. 
After the CM Vishnu Deo Sai-led 
government came to power, they 
are probing every wrongdoing. 
The case has been handed over to 
CBlso that the guilty are punished. 


The Opposition, particularly 
the Congress, has raised the de- 
mand for a caste census. 

The Congress was in power for 


50-60 years and did not conduct 
a caste census. Their slogan dur- 
ing Indira Gandhi's time was 'Na 
jaat par, na paat par, mohar lagegi 
haath par (Not on caste, noronori- 
gins, vote will be for hand or 
Congress)’. Now that they have 
faced rejection from all corners, 
they are talking of caste census. 
The Congress has divided the na- 
tion on the basis of religion once. 
Now, they are conspiring to divide 
India in the name of caste census. 
Those who raise the demand for 
a caste census should tell which 
caste they belong to. Don't we 
have the right to ask? 


Akey programme of your min- 
istry, Swachh Bharat Mission- 
Urban, will complete 10 years 
on October 2. What has the 
mission achieved and what 
more is the ministry planning 
to improve sanitation? 

After Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi broughtthe Swachh Bharat 
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Mission in 2014, we have seen a 
big change in sanitation. Earlier, 
our mothers and sisters were 
forced to go outside to relieve 
themselves, they would have to 


wait for nightfall. The biggest soci- 
etal change has been brought by 
the mission. As aresult, ourcoun- 
try had become open defecation 
free, by the time we observed 
Mahatma Gandhi's 150th birth 
anniversary (in 2019)... There are 
many cities that have become ex- 
amples for others, like MP's Indore 
and Chhattisgarh’s Ambikapur. 


We still see garbage piling up 
in cities, clogged drains leading 
to waterlogging in the mon- 
soon, including in Delhi. What 
is being done to address this? 
Cleanliness is not a one-day 
activity. Cleanliness is the prime 
duty and right of all citizens. The 
Centre is aiding state govern- 
ments, but they also have the duty 
to pay special attention to this. 
When it comes to landfills, 
many states have done good 
work. There are many states like 
Delhi where garbage is piling up. 
The Arvind Kejriwal government 


is not doing any work on this. If 
we say anything, they see poli- 
tics. Delhi is India’s capital, the 
government should be account- 
able to make sure the landfills 
are removed. But this (Delhi) 
government is implicated in cor- 
ruption and is not working for 
the common people. For Lutyens 
Delhi, which comes under the 
Centre, the work of desilting 
drains has been done, but the 
water flows to the drains under 
the Delhi government. Until they 
clean the drains, this problem 
will be there. 

The Cente...(has) finished 772 
stormwater drainage projects un- 
der AMRUT... Out of 2,300 legacy 
landfills, 400 LMT waste at 427 
sites has been cleared. 


Under PMAY-U 2.0, which was 
announced in Budget, the eli- 
gibility criteria for middle-in- 
come group families has been 
reduced from Rs 6 lakh-Rs 18 


lakh to Rs 6 lakh-Rs 9 lakh. 
What was the reason for this? 
For the first time, a PM has had 
the vision that the poor must have 
their own houses. We are a gov- 
ernment that works to fulfil the 
dream of antyodaya. We have 
dedicated 4 crore homes to the 
public under PMAY. Under PMAY 
2.0, we have a goal of 3 crore 
homes — 2 crore in rural and 1 
crore in urban areas. The PMAY- 
U's aim is to give houses to the ur- 
ban poor. We have targeted the 
middle class and required changes 
have been made to the scheme. 


We have seen decisions being 
taken back or put on hold, in- 
cluding lateral entry appoint- 
ments. Why is the government 
making such U-turns? 

The Modi government takes 
decisions with full strength...

THE NIA on Friday searched mul- 
tiple locations in Haryana, Delhi, 
Punjab and Uttar Pradesh, in con- 
nection with a Naxal recruitment 
case involving leaders of the 
banned CPI(Maoist) organisation. 
“Nine locations, linked with 
various accused and suspects in 
the case, were searched. These in- 
cluded four locations in Punjab, 
two each in UP and Haryana and 
one in Delhi. All these states, along 
with Himachal Pradesh, consti- 
tute the National Regional Bureau 
(NRB), which the terrorist organ- 
isation is aggressively targeting in 
a bid to re-energise itself" an NIA 
spokesperson said in a statement. 
"Several digital devices (lap- 
top, cellphones, pen drives, com- 
pact discs, hard drive, compact 
discs, memory cards), SIM cards, 
and pocket diaries were seized 
during the raids on the premises 
of suspects believed to be close 
aides of various accused in thein- 
stant case,” the spokesperson said. 
“NIA probes revealed these 
suspects were receiving funds for 
propagation of CPI(Maoist) ideol- 
ogy from Prashant Bose, head of 
the erstwhile Eastern Regional 
Bureau (ERB). ERB, particularly in 
Jharkhand, had been funding the 
suspects, believed to be long-time 
associates and OGWs of the ac- 
cused, to recruit cadres and raise 
the organisation in the northern 
states,” said the spokesperson. 


Farmers protest 
after NIA raids 
woman leader’s 
house in Bathinda

THE NIA on Friday raided the 
house of woman farmer leader 
Sukhwinder Kaur in Rampura 
Phularea, Bathinda. A prominent 
farmer leader for over 40 years, 
Kaur serves as the state general 
secretary of Bhartiya Kisan Union 
(Krantikari). The raid began early 
Friday, and ended at around noon. 

Kaur said she heard aboutthe 
raid from her husband. “I’m at the 
Shambhu border but my husband 
said the NIA team had come with 
a search warrant in an FIR lodged 
in Lucknow in 2023 in which I've 
beennamed.Iamclueless as] did- 
n't go to Lucknow last year... They 
searched the house, analysed all 
family members’ phones and took 
away my husband's. They didn't 
allow my daughter-in-law to go to 
the school where she teaches." 

Surjit Singh Phul, state presi- 
dent of BKU Krantikari, said after 
Kaur informed a few farmers in 
nearby areas, they staged a 
dharna outside her house when 
the NIA team was inside. "This 
dharnaisin protest of raids by the 
NIA without any prior notice or 
written information," Phul said. 
Allegingthat the raid was a tactic 
to intimidate farmer leaders, he 
said: "NIA had raided the houses 
of many farmers even during the 
farm agitation. They come with- 
out any warrants and don't even 
take the state police along. They 
are trying to intimidate us...”

On the Centre-State tussle 
over the implementation of the 
PM SHRI scheme, which aims to 
set up “exemplar schools” that 
will showcase aspects of the NEP,

Pradhan wrote that Tamil Nadu 
had given an undertaking in 
March indicating the state’s will- 
ingness to sign the PM SHRI MoU 
for the 2024-25 academic year, 
and a draft MoU was sent by the 
Ministry of Education to the state. 
“However, I was surprised to 
see that the state responded with 
amodified MoU... wherein (a) key 
paragraph referring to the imple- 
mentation of NEP 2020 in entirety 
has been dropped,” he wrote. 


Student sexually harassed 
in hostel of NIT Trichy, 
protests break out as 
warden ‘blames clothing’

PROTESTS BROKE out at the 
National Institute of Technology 
(NIT), Trichy, on Thursday night 
after a student was allegedly sex- 
ually harassed by a contracted 
technician in her hostel room. 
The accused, G Kathiresan, 
was hired to install WiFi in the 
hostel. He is accused of indecently 
exposing himself to the student 
while she was alone in her room. 
He was arrested on Thursday 
evening, but the protesters were 
angered by the hostel authori- 
ties’ handling of the situation, 
with the warden allegedly hav- 
ing initially blamed the student 
for the clothes she was wearing. 
Asenior police officer famil- 
iar with the case said the student 
had immediately reported the 
incident to the hostel warden. 
“However, instead of receiv- 
ing support, she was met with in- 
sensitive remarks. The warden al- 
legedly criticised the student’s 
outfit, blaming her for the inci- 
dent, rather than taking swift ac- 
tion against the perpetrator. 


Angered by this response, the stu- 
dent took to social media to share 
her ordeal, sparking outrage. By 
evening, over 500 students had 
gathered for a sit-in protest on NIT 
Trichy campus, demanding ac- 
countability from hostel authori- 
ties and the institute’s manage- 
ment,” the officer said. 

Students condemned the 
warden’s “insensitivity” and crit- 
icised the administration for its 
failure to ensure their safety. The 
protest continued overnight, with 
students refusing to disperse un- 
til concrete actions were taken. 
The situation escalated when the 
warden allegedly threatened to 
impose stricter curfew timings. 

In the early hours of Friday, 
Superintendent of Police V Varun 
Kumar intervened and assured 
the students that the institute’s 
management would be directed 
to address the security lapses in 
the women’s hostel. He also in- 
formed protesters that the cul- 
prit had been arrested and 
lodged in jail. The warden, whose 
remarks had triggered much of 
the students’ anger, apologised 
publicly before the students fi- 
nally called off the protest. 


The Stalin government has 
been opposed to the implemen- 
tation of NEP. The earlier AAADMK 
government in the state was 
against NEP's three-language pol- 
icy. DMK leaders have opposed 
the idea of acommon education 
policy for all states. Stalin had said 
in 2020 that NEP gives more pri- 
ority to Sanskrit than Tamil and 
other languages. The state follows 
atwo-language policy.

‘Spy cam’ found 
in Andhra college 
sets off protests, 
police inquiry 


Hyderabad: A spy camera al- 
legedly found in the washroom of 
awoman’s hostel at the Seshadri 
Rao Gudlavalleru College of 
Engineering in Andhra Pradesh’s 
Krishna has sparked protests, 
prompting a police investigation. 
Krishna district SP Gangadhar 
Rao refused to confirm the exis- 
tence of the spy camera at the 
Gudlavalleru college. But he said 
that a case was registered and 
probes were underway. “Whether 
there was any camera hidden in 
the washroom of the women’s 
hostel will be determined after the 
investigation is over,” he said. 
This came after stir erupted 
among women students of the 
engineering college over the spy 
camera allegedly found in awash- 
room. Protesters have alleged that 
camera footage have been circu- 
lated on social media groups, al- 
though this is yet to be confirmed. 
According to police sources, a 
final-year male student is being 
questioned. They said a team of 
investigators were at the men’s 
hostels to search via laptops and 
cellphones for any camera 
footage. CM N Chandrababu 
Naidu has asked Mines Minister 
Kollu Ravindra, Machilipatnam 
MLA, to visit the hostel and assure 
all of a thorough inquiry. ENS 


Dalit woman, grandson ‘assaulted at 
police station’ in MP; 6 cops suspended

APOLICE inspector and five con- 
stables of the Government 
Railway Police (GRP) in Madhya 
Pradesh’s Katni city have been 
suspended after a video al- 
legedly showing them assault- 
ing a 55-year-old Dalit woman 
and her 15-year-old grandson in 
police custody surfaced online. 
In a complaint on Tuesday, 
Kusum Vanshkar said that on 
October 29 last year, she and her 
grandson were taken to Katni GRP 
police station in connection with 
an inquiry into her older son 
Deepak (35), a suspect in a theft 


case. “On the pretext of question- 
ing, inspector Aruna Vahane shut 
the door of her room and started 
pulling and dragging me by my 
hair and assaulted me with a 
wooden stick, kicked me and as- 
saulted me between 6 pm and 7 
pm,” she alleged in the complaint. 

The complaint also alleged 
that four police constables “caught 
hold of my grandson and hit him 
on his legs several times with a 
wooden stick”. The incident had 
purportedly been captured on a 
CCTV camerainside the police sta- 
tion, and the clip went viral on so- 
cial media recently. The video 
prompted Madhya Pradesh CM 
Mohan Yadav to issue a statement 
on Thursday evening, promising

CJI: Justice Kohli has shown you don't 
have to forsake femininity to succeed

CHIEF JUSTICE of India D Y 
Chandrachud on Friday praised 
Supreme Court judge Justice 
Hima Kohli and called her a 
“voice of reason” and a “role 
model” for budding lawyers, es- 
pecially women advocates. 

Lauding her sensitivity and 
judicial decision-making, the CJI 
said Justice Kohli used her voice 
to highlightissues facing women 
inthe profession. "Above all," the 
CJI said, “Justice Hima Kohli has 
sent, I think, a very crucial mes- 
sage that to succeed as a woman, 
you do not have to forsake your 
femininity." 

“I think that is very crucial 
because every woman profes- 
sional brings a crucial element of 
her own ingrained compassion 
and sensitivity to succeed in our 
profession. You don't have to be- 
have like a man. You can con-

tinue to be a woman and bring 
the best traits of a woman to the 
profession,” the CJI said. 

CJI Chandrachud was speak- 
ing at the farewell hosted by the 
Supreme Court Bar Association 
for Justice Kohli, who was 
elevated to the Supreme Court 
on August 31, 2021 and retires on 
September 1. 

The CJI also flagged the lack 
of a level-playing field for 


women in the legal profession 
and called for steps to 
address this. 

"The problem with the legal 
professionis that there is no level 
playing field for women when 
they enter the profession,” 
the CJI said and urged senior 
lawyers to stop recruiting to their 
chambers "purely on the basis 
of networks or them being chil- 
dren of friends".

In his letter, Stalin had written 
the Centre is “attempting to link 
the complete implementation of 
NEP in PM SHRI schools as a pre- 
requisite for sanctioning funds un- 
der the ongoing SS (Samagra 
Shiksha) scheme,” and that funds 
have been released to states that 
have entered into MoUs with the 
Centre for PM SHRI. 

For the Samagra Shiksha 
scheme, the release of the 
Centre’s first installment of Rs 
573 crore for 2024-25 to Tamil 


Nadu is “overdue”, according to 
Stalin’s letter. The Centre is yet to 
release Rs. 249 crore due for the 
previous year, he had said. 

On this, Pradhan wrote that 
in 2023-24, the Centre released 
all four installments under 
Samagra Shiksha to Tamil Nadu, 
amounting to Rs 1,876.15 crore. 

Three other Opposition-ruled 
states — West Bengal, Punjab and 
Delhi — had also not signed the 
MoU for PM SHRI and the Centre 
had not released funds to these 
states for the Samagra Shiksha 
scheme. However, Punjab has re- 
cently relented and agreed to im- 
plement the PM SHRI scheme. 

One of the provisions of the 
MoU that states are to enter into 
with the Centre for PM SHRI is that 
the state will implement all pro- 
visions of the NEP 2020 “in en- 
tirety within the entire State/ UT."

CPI(M)’s Mukesh: ‘State 
leadership will comment’

ADAY after Communist Party of 
India’s leader Annie Raja de- 
manded the resignation of actor 
and CPI(M) legislator M Mukesh 
over rape charges, her party’s 
Kerala unit on Friday openly con- 
tradicted her remarks, calling it a 
"state leadership issue". 

After a state party leadership 
meeting, CPI state secretary Binoy 
Viswam told mediapersons that 
Raja was a "national leader" and 
that "there was a state leadership" 
tocommenton the issue. “The Left 
is committed to uphold its per- 
spective. No CPI(M)-CPI dispute 
on this... Annie Raja is a national 
secretariat member of the party. 
State leadership will commenton 
an issue in Kerala and everybody 
is familiar with that basic norm. 
There is no issue of one approach 
here and another there,” he said. 

The statement came after Raja 
sought Mukesh’s resignation on 
the ground that he “had no moral 
or legal ground to continue as an 
MLA”. This call came after police 
registered a rape case against the 
actor-politician based on a com- 
plaint from an actor. Although CPI 
in Kerala openly aired the party 


view on the Mukesh issue, party 
sources said the CPI leadership has 
expressed its resentment over 
Mukesh continuing as a legislator. 
“Viswam had communicated 
the party stand to the CM. That 
on moral ground, he should quit. 
But the party will not demand or 
compel the CPI(M) to seek his 
resignation,” one source said. 
This isn’t the first time the state 
leadership has held a contradic- 
tory stand to Raja’s. In 2021, when 
she had alleged that Sangh Parivar 
elements had infiltrated into the 
state police force, then CPI state 
leadership denounced her stand. 
On its part, the CPI(M) state 
leadership rallied behind Mukesh, 
arguing that two Congress legis- 
lators had not stepped downeven 
after they were charge sheeted in 
rape cases. However, the party 
state panel, which will meet on 
Saturday, may take a fresh call on 
the issue amid the growing cho- 
rus for the legislator’s resignation. 
Mukesh is gearing up for a le- 
gal battle after a court stayed his 
arrest until September 2. Kochi 
Police on Friday recorded the 
statement of the complainant. 
The same day, actor Jayasurya, 
was also booked in a second rape 
case after a junior artiste accused 
him of unwanted sexual advances 
while shooting a 2013 movie.

Stakeholders 
appear before 
joint panel, Opp 
walks out briefly 


LS Sect invites public suggestions on Bill

THE SECOND meeting of the 
Joint Committee of Parliament 
on the Waqf (Amendment) Bill 
lasted more than eight hours 
Friday, and it also saw 
Opposition members staging a 
walkout who later claimed that 
"the ruling side MPs were not 
ready to listen" to them. 

It is learnt that all the 
Opposition members walked 
out of the meeting around 4.30 
pm when a BJP member was 
speaking in favour of one of the 
proposed provisions in the Bill. 
Later, the Opposition said one 
among them was not allowed to 
intervene and they walked out 
in protest. But they returned 
minutes later and the meeting 
resumed. 

Parliamentary committee 
proceedings are privileged and 
details of exchanges between 
members during meetings are 
not made public. 

The committee had on Friday 
invited Muslim organisations 
and Waqf Board representatives 
who have been opposing any 
changes to the Waqf Act of 1995. 

The Waqf (Amendment) Bill 
was sent to a Joint Committee of 
Parliament following strong ob- 
jections from the Opposition and 
the BJP-led government’s own 
allies favouring a detailed discus- 
sion on the proposed changes. 

BJP MP Jagdambika Pal, who 
heads the Joint Committee, said 
it heard oral evidence from 
stakeholders. In his post on X, Pal 
said the stakeholders included 
All India Sunni Jamiatul Ulama 
Mumbai, Indian Muslims for 
Civil Rights (IMCR), Delhi and 
Uttar Pradesh Sunni Central 
Waqf Boards and Rajasthan 
Muslim Waqf. 

BJP allies JD (U), LJP (Ram 
Vilas) and TDP have so far taken 
a “neutral” stand and at least two 


of these parties want concerns 
expressed by Muslim organisa- 
tions to be addressed. 

A clause in the proposed Bill 
which gives the District Collector 
the power to adjudicate in dis- 
putes related to Waqf properties 
has been opposed by the 
Opposition on the grounds that 
the District Collector is a repre- 
sentative of the government and 
is appointed by it and will never 
rule against the government in 
which it is a party. 

The issue ofthe proposed Bill 
cancelling the provision in the 
existing Act on “Waqf by user" 
has also had the Opposition 
questioning how Waqf deeds for 
centuries and decades old Waqf 
properties will be produced now. 

According to the Opposition, 
the proposed Bill, by omitting 
the provisions relating to “Waqf 
by user,” makes a Waqf property 
suspect in the absence of a valid 
Waqfnama. 

Meanwhile, the Lok Sabha 
Secretariat on Friday also invited 
suggestions on the Bill. It said 
“memoranda containing 
views/suggestions from the pub- 
lic in general and NGOs/ex- 
perts/stakeholders and institu- 
tions in particular” are invited. 

The Secretariat said those 
“desirous of submitting written 
memoranda/suggestions to the 
Committee may send two copies 
thereof either in English or in 
Hindi to the Lok Sabha Joint 
Secretary (JM).” 

“The memoranda/suggestions 
submitted to the Committee 
would form part of the records of 
the Committee and would be 
treated as ‘confidential’ and enjoy 
privileges of the Committee,” the 
Secretariat said in a statement. 

“Those who are desirous of 
appearing before the 
Committee, besides submitting 
memoranda, are requested to 
specifically indicate so. However, 
the Committee’s decision in this 
regard shall be final,” it stated.

Psychological aid, ‘back to home’ kits: How 
Wayanad survivors are picking up pieces

IT WAS in the early hours of July 
30 that a portion of the hill be- 
hind Mundakkai in Wayanad 
came down in landslides, leav- 
ing villages buried, 231 people 
dead and 78 still missing. The 
survivors were left mourning 
loved ones and the loss of almost 
all their belongings. 

Amonth later, these survivors 
— 795 affected families compris- 
ing 2,569 people — who had ini- 
tially been staying in relief camps 
in Meppadi panchayat, are now 
living in government-sponsored 
rented houses and unused gov- 
ernment residential properties, 
where they have been temporar- 
ily relocated. These facilities are in 
unaffected parts of the Meppadi 
area and nearby panchayats in the 
district. Some survivors have also 
been living with their relatives. 

They are expected to be relo- 
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cated permanently to a proposed 
township that the government 
plans to build for this purpose. 
As these families have lost all 
of their belongings, the district ad- 
ministration has sent many of 
them “backto home kits”, includ- 
ing furniture, kitchen items, per- 
sonal hygiene items, and food 
items. These items were collected 
with the help of philanthropists 
and organisations that chipped in 
over the last month. So far, 583 
such kits have been distributed. 
Affected families are also given 
aid of Rs 18,000 each per month 
for two persons. Apart from this, 
Rs 6,000 for monthly rent, an- 
nounced by the government, will 
be paid. The trauma of the disas- 
ter and the losses have also taken 
a heavy psychological toll on the 
survivors, and the government 
has been providing counselling 
and other facilities to address this. 
Around 350 social workers 
and psychiatrists are deployed to 
help the survivors. Sources said 
2,000 sessions of special coun-

selling have been held so far. 
Moreover, 21 pharmacotherapy 
sessions and 400 group coun- 
selling sessions have been held. 

At an all-party meeting on re- 
habilitation on Thursday, CM 
Pinarayi Vijayan said in the first 
phase, priority will be given to 
those wholosttheir houses. Inthe 
second phase, families to be relo- 
cated from vulnerable areas in af- 
fected villages will be considered. 

The governmentis planning to 
give them single-storeyed, 1,000- 


square-foot houses. With over 
340 hectares of agricultural land 
having been washed away in the 
landslide, the rehabilitation pack- 
age will include farming facilities. 
The landslides that took place 
early July 30 had washed away or 
buried people, houses and be- 
longings by daybreak. As many as 
17 families were wiped out, 183 
houses in Chooralmala and 
Mundakkai villages disappeared 
without even a single stone left on 
them, 400 houses were fully or 
partially destroyed, and 240 
houses rendered uninhabitable. 
For a month, Mundakkai and 
Chooralmala — the hardest-hitvil- 
lages — remained ghost towns. 
Schools in Meppadi pan- 
chayat, under which these villages 
come, were hosting relief camps 
in the early days. The schools re- 
opened on Tuesday. A govern- 
ment school, Mundakkai, and an- 
other in Chooralmala's Vellarmala 
are set to resume operations on 
Monday. The schools lost 44 of 
their students in the landslide.

DGP of Bihar 


Patna: Alok Raj, 1989-batch 
Bihar cadre IPS officer, on Friday 
took over as Bihar’s Director 
General of Police (DGP). Raj re- 
placed R S Bhatti, who was ap- 
pointed Wednesday as director 
general of the Central Industrial 
Security Force (CISF). In 
December 2022, Bhatti had been 
made Bihar DGP even though he 
Was a year junior to Raj. 

Raj is currently also DG, 
Vigilance Investigation Bureau, 
and will continue to hold the post 
along with his newrole as DGP. He 
is set for retirement on December 
31,2025. He has previously served 
as superintendent of police of 
Sitamarhi and Begusarai, and sub- 
sequently as CRPF DIG and IG.

A make-up artist who woke up at night to see a stranger in her room; an assistant director who says it is 
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"common to be approached for sexual favours"; a woman director who was once mistaken for a 
hairstylist on the sets. With the Hema Committee report setting off a storm in the Kerala film industry, 
NIKHILA HENRY travels to Kochi to find a cloak of silence slowly lifting 


SITTING IN a café in Kochi, her tea untouched, 
Sivapriya Manisha opens up about what she 
wentthrough. It's not easy, and she is angry for 
the most part of the conversation. “Why are 
we treated as sex workers in this industry"? 

A make-up artist in Malayalam films for 
15 years, Manisha, who was trained in pros- 
thetic make-up by National Award winning 
make-up artist Pattanam Rasheed, has tem- 
porarily changed gears and now does bridal 
make-up fora living. "I have very few film as- 
signments now. With bridal make-up, at 
least no one is going to ask me to sleep with 
them," she scoffs. 

With the release of the Justice K Hema 
Committee report, which looked into the is- 
sues faced by women in Malayalam cinema, 
setting off a storm of accusations, cases of 
rape and criminal intimidation have been 
filed against some ofthe big names in the in- 
dustry, among them actor Siddique, who had

been on the all-powerful AMMA 
that represents the actors — on 
August 27, the 17-member exec- 
utive committee of the association 
stepped down from the posts. 
But beyond the big names and 
their bigger reputations, there are 
countless stories of sexual miscon- 
ductin the industry. With the cloak 
of silence that had enveloped the industry for 
far too long slowly lifting, voices such as 
Manisha’s have finally found an expression. 


Horror, recounted 

Manisha, who made it to the industry 
from a small village in Kottarakkara in Kollam 
district, says the first instance of harassment 
she faced was in 2014, five years after she 
started off as a hairstylist. A senior make-up 
man had told her to come to his room “after 
taking a shower". “I went to his room with a 
male make-up assistant. The man was furi- 
ous that I brought someone with me and 
started harassing me at work from the very 
next day,” she says, adding that the harass- 
ment included denying her transport and ac- 
cusing her of doing sub-par work. 

“We were once shooting at a remote loca- 
tion and it was 11.30 pm by the time I fin- 
ished work. I was stranded and had no vehi- 
cle to go back. I started crying and finally, a 
production controller helped me get a vehi- 
cle,” she says. 

Manisha says she confronted the make- 
up artist over a phone call, making sure she 
recorded the call. “I asked him what he 
wanted from me and he openly said he 


wanted sex,” she alleges. She says that while 
she approached FEFKA (the Film Employees 
Federation of Kerala, a body that represents 
the technical crew - directors, assistant di- 
rectors, cinematographers, costume design- 
ers, and make-up artists, among others) to 
raise issues of sexual harassment in the in- 
dustry, her grievances were never addressed. 
Since then, Manisha says, she has been strug- 
gling to get work in the film industry. 

When asked about the allegations, FEFKA 
general secretary B Unnikrishnan told The 
Indian Express that “no complaint which has 
come to FEFKA has gone unanswered”. No 
one has lost work because of raising com- 
plaints, he added. 

FEFKA is a federation with 21 affiliated 
unions and 63 members who make up its 
general council. “In most cases, unions affil- 
iated to FEFKA deal with the complaints in- 
ternally. But now we are going to insist that 
all complaints of sexual harassment should 
be referred to FEFKA for adjudication. We 
think police complaints should be lodged 
whenever such cases come about," 
Unnikrishnan insisted. 

In its report, the Hema committee notes 
that until recently, women make-up artists 
were discriminated against and did not get 
work identity cards from their union. 

Manisha is among 40 hairstylists and 
women make-up artists who are card hold- 
ers of the FEFKA-affiliated AII Kerala Cine 
Make-up Artists and Hair Stylists Union. But 
there are many more women who work as 
make-up artists but are not recognised as 
such by the union. 

Men continue to dominate the field — 
there are around 150-odd male make-up 
artists recognised by FEFKA. While the chief 
make-up artists — almost always men — get 
Rs5,000a day, hairstylists and junior make-up 
artists are paid a paltry sum of Rs 1,800 a day. 

"Till last year, only the men could be 
‘make-up’ artists; women who worked as as- 
sistants to make-up men were called hair- 
stylists. It's after decades of fighting for our 
rights that we began to be recognised for our 
work,” says Manisha. 

In May this year, after 15 years in the in- 
dustry, Manisha got her work ID from the 
union recognising her as a make-up artist. 
But it may have come too late. “I don’t think 
I can remain in this industry for much 
longer,” she says. 

In another part of Kochi, in Palarivattom, 
another make-up artist agrees to speak, but 
on the strict condition that she not be named. 

She says she joined the industry in the 
1990s and that while the unsteady timings 
and long hours meant that work was always 
tough, things took a turn for the worse after 
she resisted sexual advances from male 
members of the team. 


The sole caregiver for her elderly mother 
and an ailing sister, she says life has been 
tough. “I now barely get work once a year.” 

She says that while they usually put up 
with minor indiscretions and instances of 
sexism on the sets, her worst nightmare 
came true one night in a hotel room where 
the crew were staying. “I woke up at night 
and saw a man wearing a black lungi sit- 
ting by the side of my bed. I ran out of the 
room screaming. I was told I was imagin- 
ing things but I lodged a police complaint,” 
she says. 

She adds it is common for male members 
of the crew to knock on their doors at night 
to demand sexual favours. “It has happened 
a couple of times, but I have never opened 
the door because of fear. Once I looked 
through the peephole and found the pro- 
ducer at the door,” she says. 

Another make-up artist spoke of how she 
has been without work since September 
2023, when she accused a senior make-up 
artist of sexual assault. “I was sitting in the 
room designated for hairstylists when this 
senior make-up man walked in, bolted the 
door from inside and started talking in an in- 
appropriate manner. When I asked him to 
leave, he tried to grab me. I somehow es- 
caped,” she wrote in a complaint to the union. 

She says that following her complaint, the 
accused, an office bearer of the union, was 
asked to stay away from work for a year. 
"While he came back to work after a year, I 
have been sitting at home without any job 
opportunities," she wrote in her complaint. 
"joined the film industry after a lot of strug- 
gles, but now it is over for me,” she says. 

Beyond the stories of harassment, 
women working on the sets — from hairstyl- 
ists to assistant directors and directors — talk 
of the numerous instances of everyday be- 
littlement that they endure. 

Awoman director told The Indian Express 
that she was once mistaken for a “hairstyl- 
ist” ona film set. “People just couldn’t believe 
that awoman could be a director,” she says. 
And once her film came out, she says, many 
expressed incredulity that she could have 
shot “all of it”. 

“It was unbelievable that a woman could 
shoot certain sequences without the help of 
her male counterparts,” she says. 

A woman assistant director, who has 
been working in the industry for two years, 
says it is common for those in the fraternity 
to “ask for sexual favours” from them. 

“You work as an assistant director think- 
ing that some day you will get to make a film 
of your own. They crush this dream by ask- 
ing for sexual favours,” she says. 

Another assistant director said even ac- 
tors dictate terms to them. “There is no pro- 
tection or mechanism by which we can stop 


people from trampling all over us,” she says. 

As the Hema Committee report noted, 
exploitation is rampant given the power dy- 
namics in the industry. The harassment, the 
report says, takes multiple forms — from 
seeking sexual favours to handing out bans to 
those who don’t toe the line. 

Director Vinayan, a top filmmaker, who 
faced an “unofficial” ban for 12 years, says both 
menand women technicians face harassment 
because the industry “still works like an un- 
organised sector” without any controls. 

Vinayan says he first faced trouble when 
he had a tiff with AMMA — while he wanted 
to implement work contracts between ac- 
tors and producers, AMMA was not in favour 
of the same. “I still remember how some 
members of AMMA, including senior actors, 
met ina hotel room and ruled that I should be 
kept away from the industry. That decree 
holds till today,” Vinayan alleges. 

Another director who is 
part of FEFKA said the associa- 
tion is facing a lot of internal 
strife ever since the Hema 
committee report came out. “A 
large section of FEFKA is close 
to AMMA. We are affected by 
the strife in AMMA,” the direc- 
tor said. FEFKA has, mean- 
while, called for a meeting in 
Kochi on August 31 to address 
issues of sexual harassment 
raised by its women members. 


What next? 

In a residential area on the outskirts of 
Kochi, news of the Hema Committee report 
blares out from television sets inside homes. 
“It’s all that people are talking about now,” 
says a make-up artist. 

While the report has helped those in the 
industry square up to cinema’s darkest se- 
crets, many feel the present situation will 
eventually amount to little unless the indus- 
try is overhauled completely. 

“From AMMA to FEFKA and smaller 
unions, everyone needs to rethink how 
women — and some men — are treated in the 
industry. This should be a moment of reck- 
oning and there should be deep changes,” 
says Manisha. 

Senior film editor Bina Paul had earlier 
told The Indian Express that “systemic 
changes” have to be brought in the film in- 
dustry to make it a gender-friendly space safe 
for both men and women. 

Screenwriter Deedi Damodaran says, 
“Cinema has to be treated as any other work- 
place. There should be clear work contracts 
and clear terms of employment in cinema 
which will make harassment illegal. What is 
illegal in any workplace should be illegal in 
cinema too."

Long hours, poor pay, 
rampant exploitation: 
Report on the problems 
faced by the actors

THEY ARE the ‘extras’ - the many nameless, 
faceless junior artistes who populate film 
sets, the ones who don’t make it to the end 
credits. They don’t make it to the two main 
film unions in Kerala either - the Association 
of Malayalam Movie Artistes (AMMA) that 
represents the actors or the Film Employees 
Federation of Kerala (FEFKA), a body that rep- 
resents the technical crew. 

“We are the orphans of the Malayalam 
film industry... We are daily wagers...and we 
are never treated as actors,” says a junior 
artiste. 

“There cannot be any cinema without 
junior artistes,” the Justice K Hema 
Committee says in its report while dedicat- 
ing a section to examine the plight of junior 
artistes. 

Another junior artiste says, “On my first 
day on the sets, a production controller told 
me that I will have to do late-night shoots. I 
was ready for that and was promised a de- 
cent pay. At the end of the shoot, I was told 
that my acting was bad and that I don't de- 
serve the money I was promised." She was 
finally paid half of what she was promised. 

According to the committee report, 
film sets usually have contractors who hire 
junior artistes, who are often not paid on 
time. The committee talks of how they are 
made to "beg" producers or coordinators 
for their payment to be made after days of 
work. While the artistes are paid anywhere 
between Rs 1,800 and Rs 5,000, this 
amount never reaches the artistes, the 
committee notes. 

The report also states that junior artistes 
are often asked sexual favours, sometimes 
evenin exchange for food that is provided on 
the sets. A junior artiste who suffered burn 
injuries and another who suffered a leg frac- 
ture had to shell out their own money to get 
their medical treatments done, the report 
says. The artistes are often not provided ac- 
commodation and transport - "there were 
occasions where they had to sleep in railway 
stations for their safety". 

According to the committee, the junior 
artistes are not given access to toilets on the 
sets even though they often have to work 
for over 19 hours. 

One of the committee members wrote, 
“Iwas surprised to hear from a junior artiste 
that she was not allowed to go to toilet by 
the production unit since it takes 10 min- 
utes by walk to reach a convenient place for 
going to the toilet. Many of them have 
landed upin hospitals on some occasions, it 
is stated... There is also an understanding 
that such toilets (in the caravans of the main 
actors) cannot be used and many junior 
artists, co-artists etc... do not dare to make 
request to the main artist.” 

Moreover, they are denied basic facili- 
ties such as water and food on most sets. 
The committee report reads, “Junior artistes 
who are made to stand in the hot sun are 
not even given anything to eat or drink on 
most sets.” The report adds, “Even if 100 
persons are needed (for a shoot), thousands 
of junior artistes are made to come to the 
set. Only a few will be chosen and those few 
are given food coupons. But the others will 
be asked to remain on set and not allowed 
to go back.” 

The committee notes that many of the 
junior artistes who remain on the sets for 
long hours "won't even be allowed to sit or 
take rest when there's no shooting". The re- 
port, which has depositions by the actors, 
talks of an instance when a junior artiste, 
who reported sick to work, sat on a chair, 
but was asked to stand up and not return to 
the sets. 

"It was shocking to know that junior 
artistes are treated worse than slaves on cer- 
tain sets," the committee says. 

Junior artistes also face sexual exploita- 
tion on film sets, the committee states. 
"Junior artistes are told they will be given a 
chance in cinema if they comply by the de- 
mands for sex. They are told they will have 
to adjust and compromise if they want to be 
in the film industry,” the report says.

US joins probe into 
Ukaraine F-16 crash

US EXPERTS have joined a 
Ukrainian investigation into why 
an F-16 warplane that Ukraine 
received from its Western part- 
ners crashed earlier this week 
during a Russian bombardment, 
the country's air force com- 
mander said on Friday.

Oleshchuk said on Telegram that 
“a detailed analysis is already be- 
ing conducted" into why the 
fighter jet went down on 
Monday, when Russia launched 
a major missile and drone bar- 
rage at Ukraine. 

The crash was the first re- 
ported loss of an F-16 in Ukraine, 
where they arrived at the end of 
last month. At least six of the

APUBLIC inquiry into the case of 
Lucy Letby, a British neonatal 
nurse convicted of killing seven 
babies, has come under fire from 
scientific and medical experts 
who have called for it to be de- 
layed or broadened to consider 
whether the deaths could have 
been caused by other factors. 
The inquiry, set to begin Sept. 
10, will cast a fresh spotlight on 
oneofthe most haunting murder 
cases in recent British history. 
Conscientious and well-liked by 


her colleagues, Letby was found 
guilty of killing seven infants, and 
trying to kill seven others, in a 
busy public hospital in 2015 and 
2016. Letby, 34, was sentenced to 
life in prison last year and her re- 
quests for appeals have so far been 
denied. But questions about the 
handling ofthe investigation and 
the evidence used to convict her 
have grown harderto ignore, with 
prominent experts in statistics 
and neonatal medicine arguing 
that both were gravely flawed. 
Under the terms of its man- 
date, the inquiry will not scruti- 
nize those questions. Instead it 
will hold hearings to probe the ex- 


periences ofthe families ofthe ba- 
bies who died and the conduct of 
nurses, doctors, and other health 
workers at the Countess of 
Chester Hospital, Liverpool. 

Led by Kate Thirlwall, an ap- 
peals court justice, the inquiry 
seeksto determine ^whether sus- 
picions should have been raised 
earlier, whether Lucy Letby should 
have been suspended earlier, and 
whetherthe police orotherexter- 
nal bodies should have been in- 
formed sooner about suspicions 
about her." Thethornier question 
— whether Letby might have 
been wrongfully convicted — falls 
beyond the scope of the inquiry, 


Lucy Letby was sentenced to 
life in prison after being 
found guilty of killing seven 
infants in a public hospital 
in 2015 and 2016. AP 
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which was announced in 2023 by 
the health secretary in the last 
Conservative government. 

The inquiry's narrow scope 
prompted 24 experts to send a let- 
ter last month to the current 
health secretary, Wes Streeting, 
andthe justice secretary, Shabana 
Mahmood. They wrote, "While 
we acknowledgethe gravity ofthe 
convictions against Letby, our fo- 
cusisonthe broaderimplications 
for patient safety, health-care 
management and the potential 
for miscarriages ofjustice in com- 
plex medical cases." 

"Possible negligent deaths that 
were presumed to be murders 


could result in an incomplete in- 
vestigation of the management 
response to the crisis,” they added, 
in a letter first reported by The 
Guardian. Among the signatories 
are Peter Elston, a fellow of the 
Royal Statistical Society, and 
Gillian Tully, an expert in forensic 
science at Kings College London 
who served as the forensic science 
regulator for England and Wales. 

Medical experts have argued 
that other factors — including staff 
shortages, crowded conditionsin 
the ward, poor equipment, or 
management problems — could 
have contributed to the abnor- 
mally high number of babies dy- 


ing or becoming seriously illin the 
unit where Letby worked. 
Statisticians have criticised the 
investigation for concluding that 
because Letby was on duty during 
a cluster of these incidents, she 
must have been responsible for 
them. The case hinged on her be- 
ing held responsible for adminis- 
tering an overdose of insulin to 
two babies, but both survived, and 
several medical experts said the 
test results used to suggest insulin 
had been artificially administered 
were not reliable as evidence of a 
crime. There were no witnesses to 
Letby killing or mistreating babies 
under her care, and she has de-

Apple and Nvidia in talks to invest in OpenAI

APPLE AND chipmaker Nvidia 
are in talks to invest in OpenAI 
as part of a new deal that would 
value the San Francisco artificial 
intelligence startup at $100 bil- 
lion, according to three people 
familiar with the discussions, 
who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 


The deal would be led by 
Thrive Capital and might also 
include Microsoft. Thrive would 
put about $1 billion into 
OpenAl, the people said. A $100 
billion valuation would be 
about a $20 billion increase 
from OpenAl’s valuation eight 
months ago. Nvidia and Apple 
declined to comment. 

OpenAI started the AI boom 
with the release of online chat- 
bot ChatGPT in late 2022. In the 
months that followed, investors 
pumped tens of billions of dol- 


lars into the startup and other 
companies that were develop- 
ing similar technologies. 

Inrecent months, investors' 
interest has cooled as several 
prominent startups essentially 
disappeared into tech giants 
like Google, Amazon and 
Microsoft. But OpenAI has re- 
mained an independent opera- 
tion intent on building and sell- 
ing its own technologies and 
products.

DGTR recommends anti-dumping duty 
on aluminium foils imported from China

THE DIRECTORATE General of 
Trade Remedies (DGTR)underthe 
Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry on Friday recommended 
the imposition of an anti-dump- 
ing duty on aluminium foils im- 
ported from China, after observ- 
ing that Chinese imports had 
captured 30 percentofthe Indian 
market despite sufficient domes- 
tic capacity. 

This follows a request for an in- 
quiry from Hindalco, one of India’s 
largest aluminium manufactur- 
ing companies, on the grounds of 
injury to domestic companies. 
Other applicants included Shyam 
Sel & Power Ltd, Venkateshwara 


Electrocast Pvt. Ltd, and Ravi Raj 
Foils Ltd. 

Anti-dumping investigations 
are conducted by countries to de- 
termine whether domestic indus- 
tries have been harmed due to a 
surge in cheap imports. The 
Ministry of Finance makes the fi- 
nal decision on whether to im- 
pose duties. The DGTR stated that 
imports of “aluminium foil up to 
80 microns, excluding aluminium 
foil below 5.5 microns for non-ca- 
pacitor applications,” are under- 
cutting the prices of the domestic 
industry. This price undercutting 
has forced the domestic industry 
to reduce its selling price below 
the cost of production, the DGTR 
said. The foil is used as a packaging 
material for the conservation and 
preservation of edible and food

Bank credit erowth 
picks up, deposit

NON-FOOD bankcredit — 
a growth of 15.1 per cent to Rs 
162.92 lakh crore as of July 2024 
as compared with 14.7 per cent a 
year ago, according to the 
Reserve Bank of India’s 
latest data. 

However, deposit growth of 
banks lagged behind at 11.3 per 
cent at Rs 213.28 lakh crore, RBI 
data shows. With deposits growth 
slowing down, banks are racing to 
mobilise funds through special 
deposit schemes and other inno- 
vative plans to meet the credit de- 
mand in the system. Many banks 
have reported a decline in de- 
posits during the quarter ended 
June 2024 as customers are now 
looking at alternative avenues like 
the capital markets to park their 
funds at better returns. 

Credit to agriculture and allied 
activities remained robust regis- 
tering a growth of 18.1 percentat 
Rs 21.55 lakh crore in July 2024, 
compared with 16.7 per cent a 
year ago, RBI said. 

Credit growth to industry 
strengthened significantly at 10.2 
per cent to Rs 37.05 lakh crore in 
July 2024 compared with 4.6 per 
cent in July 2023. 

Among major industries, 
credit to chemicals and chemical 
products, food processing, petro- 
leum, coal products and nuclear 
fuels and infrastructure recorded 
a higher growth in July 2024 as 
compared to their growth a year 
ago, while credit to basic metal 
and metal product and textiles 
moderated, the RBI said.

THE CENTRES fiscal deficit more 
than halved to Rs 2.8 lakh crore 
or 17.2 per cent of the annual 
target in the first four months of 
the current financial year com- 
pared with 33.9 per cent in the 
year-ago period, due to a decline 
in capex and buoyant revenue 
receipts. 

Due to a slowdown in gov- 
ernment programmes due to 
general elections (in April-May), 
the Centre's capex fell by 17.6 
per cent to Rs 2.6 lakh crore in 
April-July of FY25, 
Encouragingly, capex has dou- 
bled to Rs 80,200 crore in the 
month of July 2024 from Rs 
38,600 crore in the year ago 
month. 

To meetthe FY25 budget es- 
timate, Rs 8.5 lakh crore capex 
needs to be incurred in the last 
eight months ofthe year, an ex- 
pansion of 34.6 per cent on year, 
which appears quite challeng- 
ing despite a pickup. 

Revenue expenditure also 
fell by 2.3 per cent on year in 
April-July 2024.

ONGC Videsh seeks US 
nod to operate projects in 
sanction-hit Venezuela

ONGC VIDESH has sought special 
approvals from the United States 
tooperatetwo Venezuelanoil proj- 
ects in a bid to recover over $500 
million in pending dividends and 
increase production fromthe proj- 
ects. OVL’s Managing Director 
Rajarshi Gupta said that the com- 
pany wants to operate projects in 
Venezuela under the so-called 
“Chevron model”, which allows 
foreign oil companies to operate in 
sanction-hit Venezuela after re- 
ceiving specific approvals from the 
US. The model is referred to as the 
Chevron model in the oil industry 
because US major Chevron was the 
first one to operate in Venezuela 
through this route. 

Given Washington’s sanctions 
onthe Latin American country’s oil 
and gas sector, companies cannot 
use American banking channels, 


services, and US dollars for these 
projects, unless they have a specific 
license from the Office of Foreign 
Assets Control (OFAC) of the US 
Department of Treasury. The spe- 
cific license for this type of opera- 
tion usually gives foreign compa- 
nies major control over finances, 
operations, production, and mar- 
keting of oil from Venezuelan proj- 
ects, despite Venezuela’s state- 
owned oil major Petróleos de 
Venezuela, SA (PDVSA) being the 
majority shareholder. 

"You can do some operations 
subject to a few conditions. We 
have asked for some clarifications, 
and we have requested for a spe- 
cificlicense to operate in Venezuela. 
Thatis inthe final stages of consid- 
eration to the best of our under- 
standing,” Gupta said Friday in an 
interaction with journalists, adding 
that the company was hopeful of 
receiving the specific license.

A HINT OF HOPE 


Aprecarious road lies ahead, but Delhi and Beijing could be 
inching towards solutions both sides can live with 


HE LATEST ROUND of talks with China on easing the military stand-off in 

eastern Ladakh raises hopes for the long-awaited breakthrough that could end 

the current political stalemate in bilateral relations. The Foreign Office has de- 

scribed the talks as “constructive and forward looking” and said that the two 
sides are looking to “narrow down differences and find early resolution of the outstand- 
ing issues”. The optimistic tone follows two meetings in quick succession between External 
Affairs Minister S Jaishankar and China’s top diplomat, Wang Yi. That these talks have 
been going on since the surprise Chinese aggression across the Line of Actual Control 
during the Spring of 2020 without restoration of status quo ante on the border suggests 
that India must temper its optimism. The well-known but divergent approaches of Delhi 
and Beijing to the negotiations reinforce the case for considerable caution in assessing 
the immediate prospects of a breakthrough. 

India, which had cut off all political engagement and severely limited commercial ties 
with China since 2020, insists that the “state of the border" will reflect the “state of the bilat- 
eral relations.” China has argued against India’s condition that settling the border stand-off 
must precede renewal of bilateral relations. China has called, instead, for putting the border 
question in its “proper place” and going ahead with the “normalisation” of the relationship. 
The hint of hope arises out of the assessment that Beijing and Delhi may be inching towards 
a finessing of the situation that could take them to a common ground. Over the last many 
rounds, the two militaries have “disengaged” from several friction points that emerged from 
Chinese aggression and the Indian riposte in 2020. The current focus appears to be on resolv- 
ing two legacy issues that arose from earlier military crises in Depsang and Demchokin east- 
ern Ladakh. Military experts have long pointed to solutions that both sides could live with. 

On the political front, Beijing is recognising the costs of its military aggression — in the 
form of deteriorating relations with a major Asian neighbour and lost business opportuni- 
ties in one of the world’s fast-growing markets. Delhi, too, sees that the lack of normal en- 
gagement with Beijing, at a time when most major powers, including India’s Quad part- 
ners, are talking to China, is problematic. A potential deal involves China agreeing to ease the 
military stand-off in eastern Ladakh and India restoring political dialogue and ending the 
constraints on commerce with China. The NDA government's annual Economic Survey as 
well as several industry groups have been pressing the government to take a fresh look at 
the economic measures imposed against Beijing in the summer of 2020. As Delhi looks for 
a long-awaited closure to the current phase of tensions with Beijing, it must reach out to 
the Opposition parties, the foreign policy community and the public at large to explain the 
contours of the potential deal and make the case for it in terms of India’s national interest. 
Talks with China have always been shrouded in mystery that even experts find hard to de- 
code. The political polarisation within the country and the hyper-nationalism that has run 
unchecked over the last decade could derail even a sensible arrangement with China. 


FROTH & EXUBERANCE 


Sebi warning on SME stocks is timely. There 
is need for continued vigilance 


HE INDIAN STOCK markets continue to climb upwards. Since the beginning of 

this year, the BSE Sensex is up almost 14 per cent. Investor enthusiasm is, how- 

ever, not confined to the larger companies, the smaller companies are also wit- 

nessing spectacular gains. The BSE Smallcap index has risen by 30 per cent year- 
to-date, while the mid cap index is up around 33 per cent. However, for some time now, 
there have been concerns that across segments, especially in the small and midcap space, 
certain stocks have been trading at valuations that are difficult to justify. In fact, earlier, some 
mutual funds had restricted flows into their small cap schemes. In March, Sebi Chairperson 
Madhabi Puri Buch had also spoken of the “froth” in certain market segments. But the eu- 
phoria continues. There are numerous examples of such investor exuberance. Recently 
Resourceful Automobiles, a Delhi-based company with only two showrooms and eight em- 
ployees, came out with an initial public offering of Rs 11.99 crore. The issue was oversub- 
scribed 418 times, with bids for around Rs 5,000 crore. In the case of Aesthetik Engineers, 
the company came out with an IPO of Rs 26.47 crore that was heavily oversubscribed with 
bids worth Rs 18,000 crore. Since April, 108 SME IPOs have hit the market — of these, 99 
listed at a premium, and in some cases, there were huge gains. 

Questions have been raised by market analysts over the participants in some of the heav- 
ily oversubscribed SME IPOs, about whether they are “causing frenzy” in the hope of even- 
tually dumping their shares on “gullible retail investors”. The worry has been that consid- 
ering the relatively smaller float available in the case of smaller companies, they may be 
easier to manipulate. Earlier this year, the SEBI Chairperson had spoken on the possibility 
of price manipulation in IPOs and trading of small and medium enterprises. On Wednesday, 
the stock market regulator also said that some SME companies and/or their promoters have 
post-listing painted an “unrealistic” assessment of their operations to create a positive nar- 
rative about the company. This is meant to induce investors to buy the stocks, allowing the 
promoters to offload their shares at higher prices. SEBI has asked investors to be “watchful”. 

In July, the NSE imposed a cap of 90 per cent on the issue price of SME IPOs. However, 
continued vigilance is required. As millions of new investors enter the markets — as per a 
report, the total number of demat accounts has increased to 16.2 crore as of June — the guid- 
ing objective should be to safeguard investor interests and protect the integrity of markets. 


"THE LONGEST FORMAT 


That India is hosting the first-ever Test between Afghanistan and 
New Zealand shows BCCI's commitment to the game 


TEST MATCH between Afghanistan and New Zealand wouldn't normally 
set pulses racing. One of the teams is a relatively new entrant to the longest 
format of cricket while the other, despite having a proud history across var- 
ious versions of the game, has never been considered one of the bigger sides, 
often being patronised for “punching above their weight”. But the upcoming contest, set to 
begin on September 9 at the Greater Noida Sports Complex Ground, assumes significance 
due to the perceived crisis the five-day format is currently suffering, in the face of the un- 
precedented riches on offer for players in domestic T20 leagues around the world. 

Afghanistan's best-known cricketer, Rashid Khan, will not be in action against the Kiwis, 
having stepped aside from Test cricket for a year. New Zealand's greatest-ever batsman, Kane 
Williamson, is part of the squad, but he and several of his colleagues now pick and choose 
international commitments after turning down their board's central contracts. In fact, the 
conundrum that these two teams and others like the West Indies face, is symptomatic of 
the problems confronting Test cricket. This has prompted incoming International Cricket 
Council chair Jay Shah to propose a dedicated Test cricket fund worth Rs 125 crore for coun- 
tries outside India, England and Australia to ensure that players get aminimum match fee 
of $10,000, and that boards can manage touring and operational costs. 

That India is hosting the first-ever Test between Afghanistan and New Zealand shows 
the BCCI's commitment to the longest format for the last several years. The proceedings 
on the field at Greater Noida will be keenly followed. But the match itself is more signif- 
icant as an indicator of the health of Test cricket. India will be front and centre of the pic- 
ture, even if its own team doesn’t take the field.

Solidarity over fear 


The Hindu minority is not helpless. It wants the new 
Bangladesh to remain inclusive and secular

ON AUGUST 5, when I saw the news that 
Sheikh Hasina was forced to resign, as a 
Bengali Hindu, I experienced two emotions 
in immediate succession: Joy at what stu- 
dent protesters had achieved and fear for 
what could happen to Bangladeshi minori- 
ties, especially Hindus. These fears were 
not unfounded. Bengali Hindus, in both 
India and Bangladesh, know that over the 
decades, when East Bengal has descended 
into chaos, Hindus have been in the 
crosshairs. That night, predictably, reports 
started emerging that extremists took ad- 
vantage of the power vacuum Hasina left 
behind to attack minority communities. As 
Human Rights Watch noted, political ac- 
tors took advantage of the power vacuum 
to attack their opponents, and extremists 
took advantage to attack religious and eth- 
nic minorities. 

In response, Bangladeshis organically 
began defending Hindu temples, Christian 
churches, and other minority community 
institutions. Led by the student protesters, 
Bangladeshis, just as they did in 1971, stood 
shoulder to shoulder to protect all commu- 
nities and the idea of Bangladesh. The stu- 
dent protest leaders and their chosen in- 
terim government leader Mohammad 
Yunus have insisted that the next govern- 
ment must be a secular democracy that re- 
spects the rights of all, including minorities. 
Hindus have been crucial to the student 
protest, as Bengali Hindu students have al- 
ways been in the history of East Bengal. 

As Bangladeshis celebrate another free- 
dom struggle, minorities are demanding 
that they be included in this new age of lib- 
eration. They want fundamental reforms to 
the Bangladeshi government, including a 
Minority Affairs Ministry and a 10 per cent 
reservation for minorities in Parliament.

Bangladeshi Hindu students fought and 
died for this student protest movement 
alongside hundreds of their peers, as they 
have fought and died for the rights of all 
Bengalis in the Bengali Language 
Movement, the Six Point Movement, the 
Liberation War, and subsequent fights to 
fulfill the promise of secular democracy. 
However, Indians, and Hindus in the di- 
aspora, have been bombarded with appeals 
to protect helpless Hindu Bangladeshis 
from genocide. The far-right has used Al im- 
ages of rows of dead Bangladeshi Hindus to 
ask the global Hindu community to keep all 
eyes on Bangladesh. Far-right Hindu dias- 
pora organisations which have no presence 
in the Bengali community, are using our 
Bangladeshi brothers and sisters’ fears to 
suggest that Sheikh Hasina was the only 
one protecting Bangladeshi Hindus from 
genocide. One Twitter account compared 
Muhammad Yunus to Aung San Suu Kyi. 
Unlike Suu Kyi, who over her many years in 
power, supported the military in its geno- 
cide of the Rohingya, Yunus has roundly re- 
jected anti-minority violence. In fact, Yunus 
has pleaded for an end to the anti-minority 
violence in his one week in power. At 
Dhakeshwari Temple, Bangladesh’s na- 
tional Hindu temple, Yunus affirmed his 
dedication to protecting the rights of all. The 
current Bangladeshi political leadership has 
shown remarkable compassion and inten- 
tionality, unlike leaders interacting with 


protesters in the rest of South Asia. 

Indian Hindus must take their lead from 
the response by leaders in Bangladesh call- 
ing for support for minorities. Non- 
Bangladeshi Hindus need to be far more re- 
sponsible in addressing what is happening 
to our brethren in Bangladesh. Far-right 
misinformation drowns out real concerns 
by Bangladeshi minorities about their 
safety. Indian misinformation actually 
makes Bangladeshi Hindus even more 
vulnerable, as their fears get dismissed as 
foreign propaganda. 

Instead of consuming Indian hysteria 
that is designed to whip up violence 
against Indian Muslims, Indian Hindus 
should listen to the thousands of 
Bangladeshi Hindus pouring into the 
streets to demand structural changes to the 
Bangladeshi government. As protest leader 
Bipra Prasun Das noted, Bangladeshi 
Hindus need other Hindus to hear their 
concerns with real empathy. Bangladeshi 
Hindus do not deserve to be used as polit- 
ical cudgels to divide Indians along com- 
munal lines. Hindus owe it to each other to 
listen rather than use each other’s stories 
for their own selfish needs. 

Bangladeshi Hindus are not helpless. 
They are not asking outside powers to save 
them. They do not want the return of au- 
thoritarianism. And they certainly do not 
want to leave their homes. What they need 
is for their fellow Hindus to amplify their 
concrete demands to ensure that 
Bangladesh is truly an inclusive, secular 
democracy that serves every Bangladeshi, 
regardless of faith, caste, or ethnicity.

ABDUL GHAFOOR NOORANI is no more. 
But people like Noorani sahab don’t die. He 
will live through his stellar body of work 
and his contributions as a scholar who de- 
fended the ideals of justice enshrined in 
the Constitution. He will undoubtedly be 
remembered not only for his unmatched 
intellectual brilliance but also for his un- 
questioned moral rectitude. 

Born in 1930, Noorani sahab witnessed 
the partition of the subcontinent and the 
constitution-writing process as a young 
man. He started his career at the Bombay 
High Court. As he became an authoritative 
voice on constitutional issues, he was 
often consulted by the political class on 
complex problems. 

As ayoung law student, I was first intro- 
duced to Noorani sahab through his news- 
paper columns where he dealt with issues 
ranging from constitutional law to geopol- 
itics. Along with a meticulous analysis of 
the legal landscapes, his writings were al- 
ways replete with anecdotes that made the 
most complex aspects of constitutional law 
easily accessible. In fact, this careful legal 
analysis punctuated with anecdotes was a 
hallmark of his writings. He had perfected 
the art of weaving in constitutional assem- 
bly debates with contemporary political 
questions, making it impossible for the 
forces that misrepresented the intent of the 
founders of our Constitution to defend their 
political actions. 

Unlike his writings, Noorani sahab was- 
n't easily accessible in person. However, I 
was fortunate to know him and benefit 
from his legal and political scholarship. I 
met him recently in his small Napean Sea 
Road apartment in Bombay. The apartment

itself is a testament to his inimitable life 
and legacy. On the shelves, there were too 
many books to count. From Ibn Batuta's 
travelogues, to books on the Palestine ques- 
tion, to the original editions of H M Seervai, 
it was all there. In one corner, his own 
books were neatly stacked. 

Noorani sahab was the biggest living ex- 
pert on Kashmir. His work on Article 370 
(Article 370: A Constitutional History of 
Jammu and Kashmir) was the only book 
cited several times during the recent pro- 
ceedings of the constitution bench of the 
Supreme Court. His book The Kashmir 
Dispute is a meticulously researched work 
which records every twist and turn in this 
vexed issue with irrefutable evidence. He 
had first-hand knowledge of every aspect 
of the Kashmir issue, having closely 
worked with or followed every major ac- 
tor in the dispute. He had even represented 
Sheikh Mohammad Abdullah when he was 
incarcerated by the Union government. 

His scholarship, however, wasn’t lim- 
ited to Kashmir or the courtroom. Noorani 
sahab was one of the most formidable 
scholars of India’s diplomacy. On the Sino- 
India relationship, his book India-China 
Boundary Problems, 1846-1947: History and 
Diplomacy is a must-read. Similarly, his 
works The Gulf Wars and Brezhnev Plan for 
Asian Security: Russia in Asia are treasure 
troves on geopolitics, and his book Citizens’ 
Rights, Judges and State Accountability is an 
important resource on civil liberties. The 
range of Noorani sahab’s scholarship could 
be understood by the wide-ranging issues 
he dealt with in his books, including Islam 
and Jihad, Badruddin Tyabji and Jinnah and 
Tilak: Comrades in the Freedom Struggle, as

well as extensive work on the RSS, Savarkar 
and Hindutva. 

What distinguished Noorani sahab was 
his moral courage. His aversion to syco- 
phancy was legendary, and he always said 
things as they needed to be said. This is 
why, despite his great intellectual prowess 
and integrity, he was never a darling of any 
government. Over his decades of work, he 
spared no political dispensation in defence 
of the core values of the Constitution. 

Noorani sahab’s love for food was second 
only to his love for constitutional law. It is 
said that there was not a single kebab take- 
out joint left in Mumbai from where he had 
not ordered his favourite galouti or kakori 
kebabs. He hada soft spot for Kashmiri food, 
and relished the traditional wazwan. 

Noorani sahab embodied the spirit of the 
secular and progressive India that our forefa- 
thers imagined. Merely calling him prolific 
does injustice to his writings and legacy. His 
rigour was unparalleled, and he dedicated 
hislife to recording legal and political history 
over many decades. In this era of smart- 
phones, and social media feeds, when unin- 
formed polemical debates replace real con- 
versation or engagement, there is much to 
learn from a man who never used email or a 
computer. Noorani sahab taught us that there 
is no shortcut to excellence or empathy. I 
hope that those who cherish the fundamen- 
tal principles of our Constitution, rule of law 
and secular ethos celebrate Noorani sahab's 
life and legacy by setting up a foundation to 
keep his memory alive and make his work 
available to the next generations.

personal arcs of hurt heroes did not challenge the socio-political status quo

THE RECENTLY RELEASED documentary, 
Angry Young Men, on the screenwriting duo 
of Salim Khan and Javed Akhtar, who became 
a powerhouse of dramatic scripts spawning 
an unprecedented 20 commercially success- 
ful movies in the Seventies, has quickly gath- 
ered fans while attracting some criticism too. 

It showcases nostalgia by tracing each one’s 
early personal history, relationship with their 
parents, turbulent emotional equation with 
their fathers, economic hardship, professional 
frustration, and finally the serendipitous com- 
bination that forged a creative and personal 
bond which produced all the compelling sto- 
ries that have given them a permanent place in 
the history of popular Hindi cinema. 

There are two aspects that the series brings 
out movingly. One is their aggressive emotion- 
ality in the early years. Even as their struggle 
was riddled with crippling frustration, they 
never ceased being ambitious. Instead of de- 
Spairing, they were angry. Angry at being de- 
nied what they believed they deserved. They 
nurtured that rage, promising themselves that 
they would get it. This is, doubtless, reflected 
in their male protagonists. And this could have 
had a lot to do with how they handled success 
when it came to them. 

The otheris the deeply genuine warmth in 
their bond when they were together. The series 
encourages us to imagine their closeness, mu- 
tual trust, Akhtar’s adoration of his 10-year- 
older alter ego, their accelerating self-confi- 
dence, their exultation at the seemingly 
unstoppable success, their audacity, the Midas 
complex, and finally the sense of omnipotence. 
And then, the sobering pain in the aftermath of 
their separation. The nostalgia works. 

However, what is seriously disappointing 
is the striking refusal to examine their work. 
After all, itwas their writing that brought them 
lasting fame and is the reason for our interest 
in them. From the two-hour series, you come 
away with no understanding, no insight about 
them as writers, something that history 
should remember them for. 

At least one episode could have been de- 
voted to their work. We would love to know 
what inspired their iconic films, how they al- 
ways constructed dramatically strong plots, 
why their character always had a deep, unre- 
solved inner conflict that infused the narra- 
tive with dramatic energy, whether the dia- 
logue needed much rewriting to get that 
surfeit of crackling loaded lines, if their writ- 
ing was intuitive, what was their process of 
sourcing promising material. And, how much 
of their personalities fertilised their charac- 
ters. Peppered with examples. 

While much of their early work is worthy 
of study, Deewaar and Sholay, of course, stand 
inaclass by themselves. For different reasons. 

Sholay has an incomparably larger fanbase 
and that stands to reason. While its screen- 
play is problematically uneven, it offers every 
kind of entertainment element that an Indian 
audience seeks from a mainstream film. There 
is no way the writers consciously did this, but 
Sholay has each of the nine rasas (navrasas),

which perhaps no other film has. Apart from 
being superbly directed with excellent sup- 
port from every technical department, it has 
background music that enhances every se- 
quence, viscerally riveting action, a deliciously 
unrepentant evil dacoit, a charismatic star cast 
and of course, absolutely terrific comedy with 
crackling lines. It had to become India's most 
loved film. 

Deewaar' script occupies a near-mythical 
status for screenwriters. While it owes its in- 
spiration to Mother India (the Oedipal obses- 
sion, the absent weak father) and Ganga 
Jamuna(the cop-brother having to kill the da- 
coit-brother who brought him up), it offers 
youthe experience of a completely fresh story 
set in the urban industrial milieu of crime and 
unemployment. 

Through the sheer consistency of Vijay’s 
characterisation with its unwavering focus on 
the trauma of the cowardly father’s betrayal, 
the writing never loses empathy for the tor- 
ment that starts driving his self-destructive 
choices. In his relentless bid to over-compen- 
sate for his emotional pain and his mother’s 
suffering, Vijay’s impossible quest for inner 
peace finally impels him towards his own 
death. The character’s partial resonance with 
the Karna archetype is unconscious but un- 
mistakable. (Equally unmistakable is the res- 
onance with its two writers and their angst! ) 

While several excellent films earlier had 
had strong dramatic plots with mythical un- 
derpinnings, none had the tightly structured 
screenplay, the sharpness of scene construc- 
tion, and the wit and economy of dramatic di- 
alogue of this one. And of course, there was 
the huge Bachchan factor that just exploded 
on screen. Compelling! But even the lay audi- 
ence knew that the script was the thing. 
Without it, there wasn’t much that even the 
great Bachchan could have done. 

What Salim-Javed deserve credit for is in- 
spiring dozens of young people to become 
film writers. All of us took up screenwriting 
because we wished to write like them. We 
wanted to write a Deewaar! While not flaw- 
less, its script continues to be one of the most 
important examples for aspiring Indian 
screenwriters to learn from. 

Their example offers other important 
learnings too. One is that, ironically, the one 
thing that they yearned for with resoluteness

While in the heavily commercialised world of 
popular cinema, the desire for success can be 
avaluable motivation, a blinkered pursuit of it 
can thwart one’s originality and rapidly dilute 
creative authenticity. 

It nudges one towards safe choices, push- 
ing one into a formula groove. Intensely needy 
for success, the duo couldn’t escape that. 
Unfortunately, in creative work, there cannot 
bea pre-set successful model. One must rein- 
vent the wheel for every new idea. 

Hence, a serious concern is that none of 
their films challenged the existing status quo 
— be itin terms of class, caste, communalism 
or gender. Their stories were about hurt he- 
roes who, mostly by vigilante action, fought 
to avenge personal injustice inflicted by a bad 
individual. Or, of course, about intra-family 
conflict. Never was acomment onthe system 
or the ideology that engendered that injustice 
oron the social inequality that makes exploita- 
tion inevitable allowed into the story. In other 
words, it never offered you a socio-political 
perspective, even in its sub-text. 

Given the enormous clout that they com- 
manded, they could well have woven social 
issues into their plots.

No polity for the voung 


Failure to draw youth leaders without dynastic clout remains a political deficit 


"YOUR CHILDREN ARE not your children," 
wrote the Lebanese American writer and 
poet Khalil Gibran in his poem ‘On Children’. 
“They,” he wrote, “are the sons and daugh- 
ters of life’s longing for itself.” In principle, 
no one disagrees with this idea. Gibran’s 
poem became the basis for the platitudes 
that many routinely offer about the “future 
belonging to the youth”. Franklin Roosevelt 
had famously said that “we cannot always 
build the future for our youth, but we can 
build our youth for the future”. 

Today, however, these words sound 
somewhat patronising. The reality is that 
not just the future, but the present is in the 
hands of the youth. There was a time, not 
long ago, when our industry, businesses, so- 
cial organisations and even cultural activity 
were being led by the not-so-young. But 
things have changed in the last couple of 
decades. The advent of Industry 3.0 has 
brought the power of young people to the 
fore. With technology and innovation be- 
coming the key to progress, young leader- 
ship is making its impact in every field of 
public life, be it industry, R&D, trade and 
commerce and even sunrise sectors like so- 
cial media. They are part of the digital revo- 
lution, NGOs and social movements. 

There are several success stories in busi- 
ness and industry. Larry Page was just 25 
when he founded Google. Mark Zuckerberg 
was not even 20 when he founded Facebook. 
Unlike the last generation business czars like 
John D Rockefeller and George Soros who be- 


came rich and famous in their 50s, entrepre- 
neurs like Elon Musk entered into sectors like 
e-vehicles in their 30s and revolutionised 
them. India, too, has several such examples of 
young people making it big in industry, trade 
and commerce. The IT industry — which has 
brought the country fame and money — is 
dominated by young people. 

Yet, globally, there is one area where 
youngsters struggleto make headway — pol- 
itics. Almost 50 percent ofthe world's popu- 
lation is below 30 years. In countries such as 
India, that number is almost 60 per cent. Yet, 
according to the data provided by the UN 
Secretary General's Envoy on Youth, less than 
2 percentofthe elected legislators are young. 
In 2016, the UN took this up as a challenge 
and launched a campaign, "Not Too Young To 
Run". Several UN bodies like UNDP, OHCHR, 
and Inter-Parliamentary Union joined this 
campaign whose objective was to "raise 
awareness about the issue of age discrimina- 
tion and promote and expand the rights of 
young people to run for public office". 

This remains a serious challenge in the 
developing world too. Even in a vibrant 
democracy like India, the average age of 
elected representatives to state legislatures 
and Parliament remains discouraging. 
Despite the massive youth bulge in the coun- 
try, the average age of the just-elected mem- 
bers of the 18th Lok Sabha is 56 years, as per 
the analysis of PRS Legislative Research 
group. Although down from 59 years in the 
17th Lok Sabha, these numbers still do not 


represent the predominantly young nation. 
PRS concluded that only 11 per cent of MPs 
are below 40 years of age, and 38 per cent are 
between 41 and 55. Nearly half of the MPs 
are above 55 years in age. 

Not that efforts were not made to bring 
in young leaders, but they resulted in pro- 
moting nepotism and dynastic politics. 
Sadly, this politics which plagues almost all 
the major parties, barring the BJP and the 
Left parties, began long ago during the 
Independence movement. Belonging to a 
political family should not be a stumbling 
block for a capable leader to rise in public 
life, but what often happens is that family 
credentials, not capability, determine one’s 
rise. From Tamil Nadu to Jammu Kashmir, 
this predominance of political families de- 
nies many capable, clean and committed 
youngsters a chance to enter and grow in 
public life. 

This bad practice began during the free- 
dom movement when Motilal Nehru was 
accused of using his political and economic 
clout to influence the Congress leadership 
in promoting his son. Jawaharlal Nehru was 
a capable leader but what worked in his 
favour to catapult him to the president of 
the All India Congress Committee at a rela- 
tively young age of 40 years was his lineage. 
After Independence, this tradition contin- 
ued in Congress, with Indira Gandhi rising 
to become party president in her early 40s. 
Whether Jawaharlal Nehru wanted it or not 
is an ongoing debate in academic circles be- 
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cause his biographers give both versions — 
his support and opposition — in this matter. 
But since then, Congress essentially became 
a fiefdom of the Nehru-Gandhi family. The 
same is the plight of many regional parties 
in the country. 

Prime minister Narendra Modi high- 
lighted this irony in his Independence Day 
address this year calling "parivaarvad" 
(nepotism) and "jaativaad" (casteism) as the 
evils to be rooted out. "It is essential to free 
our political landscape from the grip of dy- 
nastic rule. Our mission is to empower a new 
generation of leaders — one lakh young in- 
dividuals who don't have any political legacy 
intheir families. We want to see young peo- 
ple without any family connections in poli- 
tics to step forward, lead and represent the 
people," he said, insisting that the youth will 
change the definition of politics in the times 
to come. 

Hereiterated it again during his monthly 
Mann ki Baat radio address this Sunday stat- 
ing that “many youths are ready to enter pol- 
itics. They only need the right opportunity 
and guidance”. 

As pointed out by PM Modi, the youth of 
the country are ready. Is the political class 
ready? The joke is that leaders do not talk 
about younger ones to come forward until 
their own sons and daughters are ready to 
take over. Can this mindset change?

A senior 
moment 


Just recently, I turned 65 — it's a 
new way of feeling old

WHAT DO YOU think of if someone asks 
you to describe old age? 

At a recent interaction with commu- 
nity service organisations (CSOs) working 
on longevity, I learnt that your answer 
would probably depend on how old you 
are. Younger respondents quickly conjure 
up words like walking stick, grey hair and 
nursing home. Financially secure seniors 
cite freedom from responsibility, travel, 
the joy of grandchildren, and spirituality. 
This difference in mental models is impor- 
tant to internalise as India turns from a 
young country with 50 per cent below the 
age of 25 years toa country with the largest 
population of elderly in the whole world. 

We are still struggling to reap the 
demographic dividend of our broad 
youth base. Soon, we will have to figure 
out how hundreds of millions of senior 
citizens can contribute to and be cared for 
in our society. 

Just recently, I turned 65. So did lakhs 
of other people in India. Sixty-five seems 
different to me — a new way of feeling 
old. The country’s average lifespan is 67.2 
years. Iam sharply aware of both my mor- 
tality and my privileges. I can access the 
best medical care, the best fitness options 
and nutrition. I can continue to write and 
work actively. I meditate, I pray. I stay pos- 
itive with the blessing of many friend- 
ships, and a loving family. These are all 
things that global research has proven to 
produce better outcomes as one ages. 

So, I am determined to make this the 
best decade of my life yet. To be part of a 
positive revolution in the mindset on age- 
ing. To give at least as much as I receive; 
to cultivate and spread faith in human in- 
novation and to nurture gratitude for the 
miracle of life. 

This is what older people want to do 
for themselves and society — but not 
everyone gets to do it. In India, 40 per cent 
of older adults experience poverty, com- 
pared to less than 10 per cent of the gen- 
eral population. Only 14 per cent can use 
the Internet, and less than 5 per cent re- 
port being part of a social organisation. 
The elderly are more likely to be female, 
have much less education and live more 
in rural areas. More than one in three sen- 
iors still do not have the luxury of retir- 
ing, and many continue to do unpaid 
Work, 65 per cent of those in agriculture 
and allied activities. Those who do retire 
can feel a sudden lack of purpose, a lone- 
liness. With the rapid nuclearisation of 
families, in just 20 years, an estimated 80 
million elderly will live alone or with just 
a spouse. 

There are reams of data on how much 
will change in our demographics, and 
what we can reasonably predict about the 


quality of life and care, social security, and 
public amenities. We can share the esti- 
mates of mental health disorders among 
the elderly. 

But data do not tell the whole story, 
or the only story. The good news is that 
samaaj-based institutions have been very 
active in India for decades. HelpAge India 
was set up in 1978 and works with two 
million elderly, actively advocating bet- 
ter state intervention. Since 1999, the 
Agewell Foundation has worked with a 
network of 80,000 volunteers across 768 
districts to reach 25,000 seniors daily. 
Carers Worldwide aims to reduce the 
burden of 2,00,000 unpaid senior care- 
givers. The list goes on. These organisa- 
tions do not just want to help seniors, 
they want to change the narrative on age- 
ing. Grey Shades showcases many in- 
trepid seniors who are giving back grace- 
fully. Like army veteran and psychiatrist 
Rajinder Singh, 91, who is setting up a 
third mental well-being centre to address 
addiction in young people in Punjab. Like 
Harbhajan Kaur, 99, who realised her am- 
bition to earn some income by becoming 
a cooking sensation at the age of 90. CSOs 
are trying to normalise these exceptions 
so that longevity and health spans are 
reimagined in a society that takes the eld- 
erly for granted. It shouldn't. One in three 
seniors want to actively volunteer and 
contribute to their communities if they 
can find the opportunity. 

Can India take the lead in redefining 
what it means to be an older adult? Can 
we do it in time for the seismic shift in our 
demographics? It depends. So far, the state 
is only just beginning to wake up. Less 
than 5 per cent of senior citizens get any 
reliable social security payments or serv- 
ices. Some policies, including the 
Maintenance and Welfare of Parents and 
Senior Citizens Act, 2007 are simply unim- 
plementable. There is a long way to go. 

The private sector has still not tapped 
the potential of senior citizens to keep 
contributing productively. Nor has it 
stepped in to provide better living and 
recreational facilities, even though the 
“silver economy” is currently pegged at 
$7 billion. We have nothing like the 
American Association of Retired Persons 
(AARP), a strong advocacy body with 38 
million members that markets must 
reckon with in providing senior citizen 
products and services. 

It is the society that must lead the way. 
And private philanthropy is critical to 
kickstart the multi-sectoral innovation 
we need. 

At 65, I often turn to the Beatles song 
that captured the angst of a whole gen- 
eration. “When I get older losing my hair, 
many years from now...Will you still 
need me, will you still feed me, when I’m 
sixty-four?” 

The country will soon have to answer 
that question to hundreds of millions of 
folks, on whose shoulders it now stands.

THETAMIL Nadu government, last week, 
announced that the collected works of for- 
mer Chief Minister M Karunanidhi would 
be "nationalised" — making them freely 
available for the public to publish, trans- 
late and adapt. Here is how this works. 


Copyright laws 

Under the Copyright Act, 1957, an au- 
thor has a bundle of legal rights includ- 
ing the right to reproduce, issue copies, 
perform, adapt, or translate the work in 
question. Upon the death of the author, 
the ownership of the copyright falls to her 
legal heirs. 

Section 18 of the Act allows a copy- 
right owner to "assign" the copyright 
"wholly or partially" to anyone she 
pleases, in return for compensation. A 
copyright for any literary, dramatic, mu- 
sical or artistic work remains in place un- 
til 60 years after the original author's 
death. After this, the work enters the 
"public domain", meaning can be used 
freely without permission from the for- 
mer copyright owners.

can copy, modify, distribute and perform 
the work, even for commercial purposes, 
all without asking permission".

In 2001, the Tamil Nadu government 
established the Tamil Virtual Academy 
(TVA)to provide online education in Tamil 
language.

According to the TVA, all books na- 
tionalised by the Tamil Nadu government 
would be released in the public domain 
undera CCO 1.0 Universal Public Domain 
Dedication license.

In 2016, Prakash refused to give permis-

NASA mission discovers weak 
electric field around Earth 


USING OBSERVATIONS from NASA's 
Endurace mission, an international team 
of scientists has for the first time measured 
a planet-wide electric field thought to be 
as fundamental to Earth as its gravity and 
magnetic fields. The findings were pub- 
lished on Wednesday in the journal Nature. 

The ambipolar electric 
field was first hypothesised 
some 60 years ago, when 
spacecraft flying over Earth’s 
poles detected a stream of 
particles escaping the atmos- 
phere into space, dubbed by 
scientists as polar wind.

INDIA’S SECOND nuclear submarine, the 
Arighaat, was commissioned into the Indian 
Navy on Thursday at Visakhapatnam. The 
submarine has undergone extensive trials 
over the last few months. 

Defence Minister Rajnath Singh said at 
the commissioning ceremony that the 
Arihant-class submarine will “further 
strengthen India’s nuclear triad, enhance nu- 
clear deterrence, help in establishing strate- 
gic balance and peace in the region, and play 
adecisive role in the security of the country". 


Meet Arighaat... 

The 6,000-tonne INS Arighaat will join its 
predecessor, the nuclear submarine INS 
Arihant, as a key component of the India's nu- 
clear triad, which refers to a country's abil- 
ity to launch nuclear missiles from platforms 
in the air, land, and at sea. 

Indiais part of a select group of countries 
with nuclear triad capabilities. These include 
the United States, Russia, China, and France. 
The induction of INS Arihant into the Navy in 
2016 provided India with maritime strike ca- 
pability for the first time. 

The commissioning of INS Arighaat will 
enhance the Navy's nuclear strike capability. 
Thenuclear-capable Agni 2, Agni 4, and Agni 
5 missiles can be launched from land, and 
fighter aircraft of the Indian Air Force such as 
the Rafales, Su-30MKIs, and Mirage 2000s 
can deliver nuclear warheads. 

The nuclear-propelled Arighaat will be 
armed with indigenously built K-15 missiles, 
with a range of more than 700 km. Like 
Arihant, Arighaatis powered by 83 MW pres- 
surised light-water nuclear reactors, which 
allow it to remain submerged and unde- 
tected for much longer than conventional 
diesel-electric submarines. 

Under its "No first-use" policy, India is 
committed to using nuclear weapons only 
for deterrence and retaliation. With its abil- 
ity to survive a nuclear attack and then 
launcha retaliatory strike, a nuclear sub acts 
as a very strong deterrent. 


after the merger, those flying on what will 
then be the erstwhile Vistara aircraft can ex- 
pect continuity in terms of product and serv- 
ice in most cases. But itis impossible to com- 
pletely rule out use of Air India aircraft and 
crew even in the early days as aircraft allot- 
ment is contingent upon complexities of 
scheduling and availability.

The 
construction of Arighaat involved advanced 
design and manufacturing technology, de- 
tailed research and development, utilisa- 
tion of special materials, complex engineer- 
ing, and highly skilled workmanship, the 
statement said. 

“It has the distinction of having the in- 
digenous systems and equipment which 
were conceptualised, designed, manufac- 
tured and integrated by Indian scientists, in- 
dustry, and naval personnel,” it said.

India’s nuclear-powered submarine proj- 
ect was initiated more than three decades 
ago, involving both private firms and the 
Defence Research & Development 
Organisation (DRDO), with help from Russia. 
Arihant was launched in 2009, and commis- 
sioned into the Navy in 2016 as its first nu- 
clear-powered submarine. 

INSArihant conducted its first deterrence 
patrol in 2018, thus establishing India’s nu- 
clear triad. In October 2022, the Ministry of 
Defence announced the successful launch, 
“with very high accuracy”, of a submarine

Navy’s submarines 

Two nuclear ballistic submarines (SSBNs) 
larger than Arihant and Arighaat, of around 
7,000-tonne displacement, are currently be- 
ing built. The first of these two subs is said to 
have been launched in 2021, and is awaiting 
commissioning pending trials and tests; the 
second is in the works as part of a separate 
classified project. 

In comparison, the United States has 14 
Ohio-class SSBNs and 53 fast-attack sub- 
marines. China has 12 nuclear submarines, 
of which six are nuclear-powered attack sub- 
marines. 

The Indian Navy also has 16 conventional 
submarines in service — seven Kilo 
(Sindhughosh) class, four Shishumar class, 
and five French Scorpéne (Kalvari) class at- 
tack submarines. 

India procured the USSR-developed, 
diesel electric Kilo-class submarines from 
the mid-1980s onward. These boats have a 
lifespan of around 30 years, and can serve for 
somewhat longer after retrofitting with 
modern devices. 

The Shishumar class submarines, devel- 
oped by the German yard Howaldtswerke- 
Deutsche Werft (HDW) and subsequently 
built in India, were commissioned from the 
1980s onward. 

The Kalvari class submarines were built at 
India’s Mazagon Dock in partnership with 
France’s Naval Group. The first of these sub- 
marines, INS Kalvari, was commissioned in 
2017, followed by several other vessels. 

To carry out its full spectrum of opera- 
tions, the Navy is authorised to have 18 sub- 
marines, a milestone that has been achieved 
with the commissioning of INS Arighaat. 
However, at any time, around 30 per cent of 
the fleet is under refit (repair and renova- 
tion), which brings down the strength of op- 
erational submarines. 

The Navy has gone for medium refit and 
life certification, which includes all major re- 
pairs and replacements on a ship. This has 
been done to extend the lives of some of the 
aging subs until the new boats come in. 


What commissioning of Arighaat means for India 
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break apart into negatively charged elec- 
trons and positively charged ions. Given 
their opposite electric charges, an electric 
field is formed which tethers the two kinds 
of particles together rather than allowing 
the heavier ions to sink towards Earth and 
the lighter electrons to drift into space.

Scientists said the am- 
bipolar electric field may have continu- 
ously influenced the evolution of Earth’s 
atmosphere, and shaped it to be the 
planet it is today. "Now that we've finally 
measured it, we can begin learning how 
it’s shaped our planet as well as others

THE COMMISSIONING of Arighaat should 
make all Indians immensely proud. India is 
now firmly in avery exclusive club that pos- 
sesses the capability to build a nuclear-pow- 
ered, ballistic missile capable submarine. 

Itis a huge achievement for India’s na- 
tional defence-scientific community — 
Department of Atomic Energy (DAE) and 
Defence Research & Development 
Organisation (DRDO) — as well as their in- 
dustrial partners, both public and private, 
that have contributed to the building and 
operationalisation of the submarine. 

The Indian Navy must get a major share 
of the credit for being intimately involved 
with the SSBN project from the time its in- 
ception, a journey that has involved several

very precise and critical processes that do not 
permit any room for compromise or error. 

The significance of the achievement is 
enormous for self-reliance. Compared to 
Arihant, India's first nuclear-powered bal- 
listic missile submarine that was commis- 
sioned in 2016, the indigenisation content 
has doubled in Arighaat (from 30 per cent 
to 60 per cent), while the build time has re- 
duced substantially. 

Some critical systems and sub-systems 
have been fully indigenised, which reduces 
India’s reliance on foreign sources, and en- 
hances reliability and better repair and 
maintenance support. 


Types of nuclear submarines, 
what makes Arighaat special 
Arighaat, like Arihant, is an SSBN. Nuclear- 
powered submarines are of three kinds. The 
one that carries conventional weapons is 
called an SSN in NATO terminology. The sec- 
ond, is capable of carrying guided missiles 
with conventional warheads — an SSGN. The 
third, and typically the largest and most com- 
plex, is the one that can carry ballistic mis- 
siles that may be nuclear armed — an SSBN. 


Arighaat adds to India’s sea-based nu- 
clear deterrent, which is the most credible 
and survivable leg of the nuclear triad. It is 
understood that Arighaat will be able to 
carry enhanced-range missiles (3,500 km) 
— which will be a formidable capability. 


How Arighaat fits into India’s 
national security matrix 


SSBNs are part of the country’s nuclear 
deterrent, and constitute the sea leg of the 
triad, the other two being the air and land 
delivery systems. 

India’s nuclear doctrine, in addition to 
committing to “no first use”, states that India 
must have a minimum credible deterrent 
that must be capable of massive retaliation 
in case of a nuclear attack by any adversary. 

This deterrent is aimed at preventing 
nuclear escalation of any conflict between 
two nuclear weapon states. Arighaat will 
strengthen this deterrence. 


Challenges and opportunities 
in SSBNs like Arighaat, Arihant 


The balance weighs heavily on the side 
of opportunity. If India can construct and 


operationalise SSBNs with such high indige- 
nous content, it can build any kind of sub- 
marine from the nuclear stable. The gains 
of the enhanced indigenisation can also be 
utilised towards any future conventional 
submarine construction programme. 

The experience gained by India’s sci- 
entific community, the Navy, and indus- 
try is beyond measure. The spinoff in 
terms of creation of jobs and business is 
also immense. If India’s nuclear subma- 
rine-building projects continue, they will 
prop up hundreds of industries, create 
several new ones, spur more innovation, 
and sustain the livelihoods of thousands 
of Indians. 

Technical, operational, and training 
challenges will be aplenty, but these will 
work to the advantage of all stakeholders. 
They will foster even greater expertise, 
knowledge repositories, employment op- 
portunities, and overall improvement in 
the defence-scientific-industrial complex.

PERHAPS THE worst thing that can be 
said aboutAfraid(or, as it calls itself am- 
bitiously at some places, AfrAld) is that 
the script could have done with an ar- 
tificial intelligence check. 

AChatGPT edit may have rescued 
this story abouta pretty credible family, 
headed by two fine actors (Cho, 
Waterston), that unwittingly brings 
what is described as a far-far advanced 
version of Alexa into its lives. What 
Starts off as a film we could live with, at 
least on a dull weekend at home, ends 
as amess where someone lost interest 
halfway in. 

Writer-director Chris Weitz has an 
impressive resume in both writing, and 
directing, from American Pie (uncred- 
ited) to About a Boy and a Twilight film, 
plus one Oscar nomination. In how he 
sets the stage, about two harried par- 
ents raising three children of different 
ages, fighting time, tide and technology, 
that touch shows. 

Then, one day, Curtis (Cho) lands a 
new untested Al device, named ‘AIA’ 
and pronounced as ‘aayah’ - which 
promises to be a friend, helper, prob- 
lem-solver and organiser, all rolled into 
one. The company making it has ap- 
proached his marketing firm to sell it 
and his own family is seen as the per- 
fect sample to put Al to test — in turn 
helping him package it for clients better. 

Wife Meredith (Waterston) has a lit- 
tle bit of the artist in her — she studies 
animals, but has put her doctoral the- 
sison hold to be astay-at-home ‘mom’, 
adescription she chafes against. Hence, 
she is initially sceptical about AIA, es- 
pecially about its ‘eyes’ or cameras 
which are put around the house by the 
installation team. 

But then AIA unveils the taste of all 
that it can take off the hands ofa home- 
maker, and Meredith changes her 
mind. AIA also goes about wooing the 
children by catering to each specifically: 
the youngest Cal can now go to sleep to 
bedtime stories that mom often can’t 
find time for, the middle-schooler 
Preston can bypass screen time and 
take on schoolmates who have side- 
lined him, and 17-year-old Iris whose 
boyfriend has been twisting her hand 
to share her nude pictures can get back. 

How Iris’s whole life is turned up- 
side down and then put back together 
again in the form AIA deems fit, in all 
the time it takes for the teenager to walk 
down a school corridor, is slickly done. 

It'sinteresting the problems the film 
puts up before its characters. And any- 
one with two squabbling kids knows 
how tempting it is to take any help — 
even if from a screen. But then the 
Blumhouse factory production decides 
the scares must roll in, and without 
logic or any alignment with what its 
characters have been doing, and at 
senseless speed, Afraid runs with it. 

Cautionary tales about AI have 
never had a better moment than now, 
when even industry leaders have 
warned of ‘human extinction’. Surely, 
handling one family should have been 
ananosecond's work for it.

THE HIJACKING of Indian Airlines 814 in 
December 1999, the convoluted way the 
week-long hostage situation played out in 
far-flung locations, and its fall-out which is 
felt even today, became a case study in'How 
Not To Handle A Hijack’. Or, let me amend 
that: ‘How To Fumble Your Way To Defuse 
ACrisis Hoping Someone Else Would Do It'. 

A 180 people, which included the crew 
and passengers, were held at gunpoint by 
five masked men for seven terrifying days, 
during which one person died, and an- 
other was badly injured. Based on the 
book, Flight Into Fear, by Captain Devi 
Sharan and journalist Srinjoy Chowdhury, 
and directed by Anubhav Sinha, IC 814 The 
Kandahar Hijack recreates that tense week, 
through which the plane passed through 
multiple airports (Kathmandu, Amritsar, 
Lahore, Dubai, and finally, Kandahar), with 
tempers rising among the hijackers, and 
with multiple Indian agencies casting 
about to find a way out. 

Twenty-five years on, the scars that the 
survivors carry still ache. In the mark left on 
Captain Devi Sharan's (Vijay Varma) neck 
where a pistol was pressed for endless 
hours, which is still visible. As well as those 
invisible to the naked eye, on the souls of 
those who could see the need to take tough 
calls, but were not able to for reasons that 
the six-part series tries to unpack. 

One of the most effective elements of 
the series, which gets better as it goes along 
(acertain degree of slackness in the first four 
is made up for the last two, which are ab- 
solutely terrific), is the restraint it manages

to sustain: keeping high-pitched melo- 
drama at bay, and even more importantly, 
keeping the background music muted, let- 
ting us focus on the action, which is split be- 
tween the interiors of the airbus, and the 
high-powered rooms in New Delhi where 
multiple meetings, fuelled with adrenaline 
and caffeine, are underway. 

The other is how the politics of the time 
— Atal Bihari Vajpayee was the PM, Jaswant 
Singh was the Foreign Minister, and India 
did not recognise the Taliban government 
in Afghanistan — is played out in the defus- 
ing of the crisis. 

Some of the courage in being able 
to spotlight what was seen as a massive 
blow to India’s tough stance against ter- 
rorism is clearly because a few of the prin- 
cipal players have either faded into obliv- 
ion or have fallen out of favour of the 
present ruling dispensation. 

The hijackers, who were given support 
by Osama Bin Laden and Al-Qaeda, de- 
manded the release of many of their com- 
patriots, including Harkat-ul-Mujahideen 
leader Masoor Azhar and Ahmed Omar 
Saeed Shaikh, who were in Indian prisons. 
The mutterings of ‘we will not do this, 
whatever the cost’ were quieted, and the 
exchange — hostages for dreaded terrorists 
— went through. 

We see the backroom dealings, with its 
many pushes and pulls, the failure of Indian 
intelligence agencies, with IB and RAW of- 
ficials going at each other, and the babus 
busy trying to push the bad news as far 
away as possible (the PM was informed of 
the hijack several hours after it happened): 
Naseeruddin Shah and Pankaj Kapur 
(standing in for Jaswant Singh) trade infor- 


introduced audiences to Woo's singular style 
and opened doors for him in Hollywood. A 
quarter-century later, after having spent the 
last several years working in his native Hong 
Kong, Woo appears to be relaunching himself 
in the West. But in perhaps the most telling 
sign, he’s being made to do it for the stream- 
ing platform called Peacock. 

Among the most crucial new changes that 
Woo has introduced to the movie is to essen- 
tially transform it from a story of redemption 
into a story of rebirth. Like Chow Yun-fat in 
the original, Emmanuel plays an assassin 
who mistakenly injures an innocent 
songstress during a shootout, only to be im- 
mediately struck by guilt. But unlike the pro- 
tagonist of the original, who kept tabs on the 
singer for years before entering into a roman- 
tic relationship with her, Zee (Emmanuel), 
forms a more sisterly bond with the blinded 
Jenn (Silvers). Zee's boss (Worthington), who 
has a distractingly poor Irish accent for some 
reason, wants to tie up the loose ends and in- 
structs her to kill Jenn immediately. But that's 


Savage (Steve Martin), still-hoping-for-a- 
Broadway-hit Oliver Putnam (Martin Short) 
and still-in-search-for-self Mabel Mora 
(Selena Gomez), which promises to be bigger 
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mation, which could have been more 
pointed, spending as they do more time in 
walking to and fro between their stations: 
the two speak in undertones, mentioning 
‘PM Saab’, but their portions remain mad- 
deningly opaque, except a climactic break- 
out scene which Kapur owns. The weight- 
ier barbs and dickering take place between 
the men whose diplomatic and negotiat- 
ing skills carry the day — Arvind Swami, 
whom we must see more of, Kumud 
Mishra, Manoj Pahwa (wonderful, as al- 
ways, in a Sinha project), and Dibyendu 
Bhattacharya. 

Anupam Tripathi is effective as an intel- 
ligence officer based in Kathmandu, where 
this whole thing starts, getting to run about 
in dark alleys and uncover unpalatable 
truths; so is the ever-reliable Yashpal 
Sharma softening one of the terrorists on 
the hijackers’ wish list, slipping ina sliver of 
menace in his affable demeanour. In all of 
this — a crowded canvas and alarge ensem- 
ble — an actor like Kanwaljit barely gets a 
look-in, which feels like a waste. 

The part where the show nearly lost me 
is when it turns to two journalists, played 
by Dia Mirza and Amrita Puri, who are 
shown bickering over how to cover the 
story: how much to reveal, and how much 
to conceal, especially when a crisis is un- 
folding, in the interests of containing pub- 
lic hysteria, is something real-life news- 
rooms deal with all the time.

TWO SHOOTERS on the podium for gold and 
bronze in the women's 10 metre air rifle and 
a silver in the men's 10m air pistol capped a 
glorious afternoon for Indian shooting on the 
second day of the Paralympics. 

Avani Lekhara, 22, became the first Indian 
to win back-to-back Paralympic gold medals 
and in the process erased her own 
Paralympic record with an amazing 249.7. 
Thirty-seven-year-old Mona Agarwal, a 
mother of two, won the bronze to make it a 
special afternoon at the Chateauroux 
Shooting Centre. 

A couple of hours later Manish Narwal 
won a silver in the men's 10m air pistol, his 
second straight medal in the Paralympics, 
the first a gold in the men's 50m pistol (SH1) 
in Tokyo. 

After a slow start Manish, 22, recovered to 
finish with a score of 234.9. 

The trio has had to battle the odds to 
reach the pinnacle of their sport. Avani was 
paralysed after a car accident when she was 
11. A medical treatment error by doctors at 
the time of his birth resulted in nerve dam- 
age to Manish's right shoulder, which ham- 
pered the movement ofthe right arm. Nearly 
two years ago, Manish lost his elder brother 
who was involved in a road accident. For six 
months he didn't shoot as he was depressed. 

Mona contracted polio as a child, which 
affected both her legs. Her husband says 
that she was taunted for being a girl child 
and because of polio. On Friday, Avani, 
Mona and Manish wore broad smiles as 
they wore medals around their necks and 
posed for the cameras. 

"| am happy to win a medal for my 
country. I am thankful to my team, my 
coaches and my parents," Avani said after 
winning the gold. 

Avaniis not done yet. Her gold on Friday 
will give her a confidence boost ahead of the 
50m rifle 3-positions event, where she is also 
a favourite for a medal. She had won a bronze 
in this event in the previous edition of the 
Games in Tokyo. 


Gallbladder surgery 

Closer to the Paralympics, Avani had to 
make a major decision — whether to opt for 
surgery for gallbladder stones. She was in 
pain but continued to train with an eye on 
glory at the Paralympics. But as months 
passed, the pain started to affect her train- 
ing. The worry was that the pain could be- 
come unbearable closer to the Paralympics 
and could jeopardise her chances of defend- 
ing her gold. 

"Gallbladder stones had been troubling 
her since 2023. It also affected her training as 
the recurring pain around the stomach and 
waist would affect her ability to train for as 
long as she usually would. Avani wanted to 
give her best at the Paris Paralympics. So we 
decided to get the gallbladder removed in 
March this year. It took her some time to re- 
cover. But at the end of the tough year, she has 
achieved a historic feat," Praveen Kumar 
Lekhara, Avani's father, told The Indian Express. 

At the Tokyo Paralympics, the then 19- 
year-old shooter had created history when 
she became the second Indian to win multi- 
ple medals in the same Paralympics — gold in 
women’s 10m air rifle (SH1) and bronze in 
50m 3P event. 

The last time an Indian won more medals 
than her at a single Paralympics was track 
and field star Joginder Singh Bedi — three at

Dholpur highway. Avani, 11 years old back 
then, suffered spinal cord injuries and be- 
came paralyzed from the waist below. 
“Post the accident, Avani would spend 
more than 90 days at SMS Hospital in Jaipur 
and then at the Indian Spinal Injury Centre 
in Delhi. It took her close to three years to re- 
gain some strength,” her father recalled. 


Three years after the accident, she started 
shooting at the Jagatpura Shooting Range. At 
first, she trained with a rented air rifle. 

In 2015, Manish started shooting at the 
10X academy in Ballabgarh where coach 
Rakesh Singh took him under his wings. 
Manish took up the sport at the insistence of 
his father Dilbagh Singh. 

“Minutes after his birth, a mistake by doc- 
tors resulted in nerve damage. He was very 
young to understand what happened to him. 
But he was a very happy child. He would play 
with other children and also observe closely 
whatever sports they played. We never dis- 
cussed that he is a person with a disability 
and that’s the attitude he has grown up 
with,” his father Dilbaug said. 

He started shooting with a right-hand 
grip pistol using his left hand. “We did not 
have a left-hand grip pistol. So for more than 
ayear, he would shoot using his left hand but 
with the right-hand grip pistol. It was tough 
but then he adjusted to that and would shoot 
good scores," coach Rakesh said. 

However, there was a major setback in 
November 2022 when Manish lost his elder 
brother Manjeet in a road accident. Manish 
was practising at the shooting range when 
Manjeet's car and a water tanker collided. 
The two brothers were close and Manish 
mourned for days. 

"From November 1, 2022, to today, 
Manish has remembered his brother every 
single day for these 668 days. It took Manish 
six months to pick up the gun again. 
Manish's Paralympics medal is for Manjeet. 
Manjeet would be cheering from the heav- 
ens,” Dilbagh said.

child and polio-stricken, 
debutant Mona wins bronze

AS Achild, Mona Aggarwal would be taunted 
and mocked by relatives and elders about be- 
ing the third daughter of her family and suffer- 
ing from polio, which affected both of her legs. 

She never let those words affect her. 

Mona began competing in para-shooting 
towards the end of 2021. On Friday, the 37- 
year-old, a mother of two, won a bronze 
medal at the Paris Paralympics. Mona was the 
second Indian on the podium after Avani 
Lekhara defended the gold medal she won in 
Tokyo, inthe women’s 10m Air Rifle Standing 
SH 1 final at the Chateauroux Shooting Range. 

As she shot her way to Paralympic glory, 
Mona’s husband Ravindra Chaudhary’s mind 
harked back to the days when she was 
ridiculed for being the family’s third girl child. 

“Well, when she was born, those were still 
the old times and people saw the birth of a 
girl child as a discouraging one. She was af- 
fected with polio and that too was a discour- 
agement for her from the relatives and eld- 
ers,” Chaudhary told The Indian Express from 
Jaipur. “But as she grew in strength, all such 
things were forgotten by the relatives and eld- 
ers. To see her win the Paralympics bronze 
medal is one of the biggest steps in her life 
and she has shown to the world that girls like 
her too can become role models for the soci- 
ety as well the whole sporting community.” 

Growing up, Mona — whose father ran a 
hardware shop in Sikar — dreamt of pursu- 
ing a career in sports. After competing in 
para-athletics in events like shot put, discus 
throw and javelin throw at the state level at 
Jaipur, she shifted to para-weightlifting, 
where she won the state title in the 60 Kg 
category after her marriage in 2017. 

Itwasnotuntil the end of 2021 that she first 
tried her hands at shooting. "Before we got mar- 
riedin2017, Mona competed in athletics events 
and would train on her own at Jaipur. She al- 
ways wanted tobe not dependentonanybody 
and saw para sports as something, which 
helped her achieve that. I was also training as a 
para-athlete in Jaipur atthattime and when we 
got married, I supported her in every way to let 
her achieve her dreams,” Chaudhary said. 

It was at the Eklavya Sports Shooting 
Academy in Jaipur that Agarwal first started 
shooting under coach Yogesh Shekhawat. 
While she trained initially with Shekhawat's ri- 
fle, the coach would be impressed by her judg- 
ment of the targets as well as the stillness in her 
posture during her initial days in the sport. 

“As compared to pistol, rifle shooting was 
better suited for her as she would balance the 
rifle with both her hands. Since she was a 
para-weightlifter too, her upper body had the 
strength to manage the rifle load and it helped 
her to start shooting at the age of 34. It took us 
time to find a suitable balanced position for 
her and it came with a lot of dry shooting,” 
recalls Shekhawat. Dry shooting is an exer- 
cise where shooters just point their rifles at 
the target, without actually taking a shot. 

While she worked as a Lower Division 
Clerk in Jaipur District court earlier, Mona

and her husband had to cut corners to save 
more than four lakhs needed for her first ri- 
fle — which she purchased in 2022. 


First rifle in 2022 


“She never thought that what if she did 
not excel in shooting. She had the faith that 
whatever she competes, she will give her best 
and she has rarely taken help from any of her 
relatives or parents,” Chaudhary said. “When 
we got her first rifle, it cost more than four 
lakhs but then she would tell me that it was 
for her passion and we would add more sav- 
ings. The only problem she faced was travel- 
ling with her wheelchair and rifle or tackling 
non-disabled friendly infrastructure in India.” 

Last year, Mona won the gold in the Para 
Shooting World Cup in New Delhi, which 
also helped her win the Paris quota. She then 
paired up with Aadithya Giri to claim the 
mixed team air rifle standing (SH1) event sil- 
ver medal in Delhi and followed that with 
another gold in the Para Shooting World Cup 
in Korea one month later. 

Chief national coach JP Nautiyal has also 
spent time with Mona in the national camp. 
“In the SH1 category, the main thing is find- 
ing the balance between the wheelchair, 
table and the athlete’s position. So we spent 
a lot of time balancing her posture. We 
never discussed scores with her and would 
always imbibe the thought of thinking of 
one shot at a time and that helped her 
mindset. The other key was to fine-tune 
things like the butt plate of the rifle and the 
small adjustments in the rifle for her. And 
she showed her talent in last year’s two 
world cups,” said Nautiyal. 

Back home, Mona’s five-year-old daughter 
Aarvi and three-year-old son Avik are waiting 
for her return. “Avik was less than one year old 
when Mona started shooting,” says the 
shooter’s husband. “My mother would take 
care of both the children and Mona did not 
have to worry about them. Whenever she wins 
medals, both the kids wear the medals around 
their necks and roam for hours with the 
medals. It will be the same this time, too.” 


Sprinter Preethi finishes third in 100m as India 


win first-ever track medal at Paralympics

INDIA’S PREETHI Pal created history by win- 
ning India’s first-ever Paralympics track 
medal with a bronze in the women’s T35 
100m event with a personal best time of 
14.21 seconds in Paris on Friday. The 23-year- 
old Preethi's bronze also marked the first ath- 
letics medal of the ongoing event. 

China’s Zhou Xia (13.58) and Guo 
Qiangian (13.74) won the gold and silver re- 
spectively. T35 classification is meant for ath- 
letes who have coordination impairments 
such as hypertonia, ataxia and athetosis, as 
well as cerebral palsy. 

Preeti, who was born in a farmer's family 
in Muzaffarpur in Uttar Pradesh, is no 
stranger to adversity. With weak legs and an 
irregular leg posture, making her prone to 
various diseases, Preethi underwent various 
traditional treatments to strengthen her legs. 

At the age of five, she started wearing cal- 
lipers and wore them for eight years. Despite 
many doubters, Preeti proved to be a fighter. 

Preeti, who will also race in the 200m T35 
event, was naturally ecstatic after her triumph. 
The youngster could scarcely believe that she 
had medalled at the biggest stage of her ca- 
reer. "This was my first Paralympics and I am 
still yet to believe that Ihave won a medal. I 
am feeling proud that I have won India's first 
track medal in the Paralympics," she said. 

At 17, Preethi's perspective began to 
shift when she watched the Paralympic 
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Preethi Pal, who clocked 14.21 seconds, with China's Zhou Xia (left, 13.58s), who 
won the gold medal, and Guo Qiangian (13.74) at the Stade de France. Reuters 


Games on social media. She was inspired 
and realised that she too could pursue her 
dreams. Paralympic athlete Fatima 
Khatoon came as a blessing for her at that 
time.

Olly Stone, in his first test since 2021, 
picked up his second wicket completing an 
over he started before lunch, when Pathum 
Nissanka(12) glanced one to Matthew Potts 
at leg slip. 

Mathews and Chandimal tried to re- 
build with a partnership of 48 but a double- 
wicket maiden from Potts put England on 
top. 

Mathews (22) played around a straight 
one and captain Dhananjaya de Silva was 
caught by Harry Brook at second slip for a 
three-ball duck as Sri Lanka fell to 83-5. 

Chandimal (23) then clipped a straight 
one from Atkinson to Dan Lawrence at leg 
slip as Sri Lanka slipped further into the 
mire at 87-6. 

Milan Rathnayake (19) counter-attacked 
until he nicked Chris Woakes to keeper 
Jamie Smith, leaving Sri Lanka's hopes of 
avoiding the follow-on with Kamindu 
Mendis (26 not out). 

Sri Lanka lost both openers before lunch, 
Nishan Madushka (7) chopping a wide de- 
livery from Woakes on to his stumps before 
Stone removed Dimuth Karunaratne (7) in 
identical fashion. 

England earlier resumed on 358-7 and 
Atkinson began the day with back-to-back 
boundaries, clipping Lahiru Kumara's first 
delivery to fine leg then driving the next 
through cover. 

The 26-year-old was given out lbw from 
the third ball of an eventful opening over, 
but was reprieved on review as the ball was 
travelling down the leg side. 

Atkinson moved to 99 with another 
classy cover drive for four and, unlike Joe 
Root on day one, needed just three balls to 
reach three figures with a straight drive to 
the fence. 

Sri Lanka leaked 35 runs off the first five 
overs before the introduction of Asitha 
Fernando, who had Potts (21) caught be- 
hind by keeper Madushka. 

Atkinson fell trying to hit Fernando into 
the stands, brilliantly caught by Rathnayake 
on the midwicket boundary for 118 off 115 
balls. 

Stone (15) was the last man out off 
Fernando (5-102) as England added 69 to 
their overnight total. 

England won the first test at Old Trafford 
last week by five wickets. Sri Lanka must 
win at Lord's to have a chance of winning 
the three-match series.

Lesson for Alcaraz: Learn to win on a bad day 


Shock defeat to World No. 74 shows 21-year-old must emulate ability of the greats to edge past an opponent who has hit ‘the zone’

ABOUT AN hour into his second round con- 
test at the US Open, Carlos Alcaraz finally 
came alive. Against a spirited challenge 
from Dutchman Botic van de Zandschulp, a 
solid baseliner but a player ranked 71 spots 
below the Spaniard, he had been thor- 
oughly outplayed in the first set, before 
finding the break to go 2-1 up in the sec- 
ond. The New York crowd roared; the in- 
evitable comeback seemed on cards. 

It never came. Van de Zandschulp broke 
back immediately, and Alcaraz slumped to 
a kind of defeat he has never suffered since 
breaking through to the top level of this 
sport, losing 1-6, 5-7, 4-6 to end his Grand 
Slam season. This is his earliest exit from a 
Major since his French Open debut in 2021. 

While van de Zandschulp put in the 
greatest performance of his hardly notable 
career, he did not do so with swashbuck- 
ling groundstrokes and unplayable serves, 
but through baseline precision and resolute 
defence. It was Alcaraz, instead, who was 
poor from start to finish. 

His critical appraisal of the defeat re- 
flects his performance. “I think my level 
stayed at the same point all the match, and 
it wasn't enough to win the match or to 
give myself the chance to get into the 
match," he said, per Reuters, after the 
match. "He didn't make a lot of mistakes 
that I thought he was going to do so I was 
confused a little bit... I didn't know how to 
manage that." 

It was during the attritional moments 
of the second set, with the match still in the 
balance, when it became painfully trans- 
parent that Alcaraz was having an off day. 
Groundstrokes were not finding zip, errors 
were being sprayed, serves were being eas- 
ily returned. Alcaraz may suggest that the 
lesson here is to never allow his level to slip 
so low, but the greater takeaway may be 
how to develop the kind of weapons and 
consistency to allow him to escape with a 
win over a peaking opponent on a bad day. 

Alcaraz’s successes have outpaced ex- 
pectations to the degree that it may be easy 
to forget that, at 21, he is still slightly inex- 
perienced. Four Majors, and big wins in fi- 
nals against the greatest player of this sport, 
have elevated his reputation from prodigy 
to best player in the world destined to take 
the reins from Roger Federer, Rafael Nadal 
and Novak Djokovic. 

But the huge disparity between 
Alcaraz’s best and worst tennis is the gap 
the Spaniard still has to bridge to emulate 
the fabled ‘Big Three’. Countless times dur- 
ing Grand Slams, the greats of the game 
would use small tweaks and street smarts, 
to edge past an opponent who had hit 'the 
ZOne’. 

Djokovic has now developed a class- 
leading serve that allows him to win free 
points, and in the worst of circumstances, 
drag sets into tiebreakers where he would 
make his opponents blink first. Initially 
rigid to new technology, Federer began to 
use a larger racquet so he could introduce 
more variation and flatter speed to his one- 
handed backhand that had become a per- 
ceived weakness. In response to those tar- 
geting his poor second serve, Nadal (and, 
to an extent, Andy Murray as well) took the 
riskier route of introducing greater speeds 
to disrupt opponents. 

These changes did not necessarily raise 
the ceilings of these players, but instead, 
lifted their floor level. 

Wobbles have come and gone for

Alcaraz even during his dream summer. En 
route to lifting the French Open and 
Wimbledon, he lost sets when his level fell. 
In the Paris final, he let a lead slip twice af- 
ter spraying errors and losing focus. He has 
survived close scares - the tight four-set 
second round win against Jesper De Jong 
at the French Open and the five set escape 
against Frances Tiafoe at Wimbledon. 

Over the years, the champions have 
used their strong serves to stay in the 
match and the set into tie-breakers where 
experience counts. But Alcaraz's serve is 
not at maximum potential. It is not enough 
of a tool for him to ride tough moments. On 
Friday, he won a measly 60% of points be- 
hind his first serve. 

After a taxing summer, Alcaraz’s waver- 
ing focus may be excusable; he is still in the 
first few years of his career playing a full 
calendar. 

But he has been served a crucial lesson. 
If his phenomenal rise is anything to go by, 
he should be able to learn it quickly too.

IGASWIATEK and Jannik Sinner flashed their 
No. 1 form with powerful performances that 
moved them into the third round of the US. 
Open. 

Carlos Alcaraz and Naomi Osaka couldn't 
quite find the games that once had them on 
top of the rankings.Those past U.S. Open 
champions were both knocked out Thursday 
night, with the No. 3-seeded Alcaraz's 15- 
match Grand Slam winning streak halted by 
a 6-1, 7-5, 6-4 loss to 74th-ranked Botic van 
de Zandschulp. 

Swiatek raced by Japanese qualifier Ena 
Shibahara 6-0, 6-1, finishing off the match in 
65 minutes. It took the 2022 U.S. Open cham- 
pion longer than that to play the second set of 
her first-round match, when she needed a 
tiebreaker that she eventually closed out in 
72 minutes. “I just felt the rhythm was much 
better,” Swiatek said. “I was a bit tense in my 
last match, so today I just wanted to focus on 
the right things.” Earlier, Sinner downed Alex 
Michelsen 6-4, 6-0, 6-2 in 1 hour, 39 minutes. 

But on the same Arthur Ashe Stadium 
court at night, Osaka's forehand faltered in 
key moments and the two-time U.S. Open 
champion was eliminated by Karolina 
Muchova 6-3, 7-6 (5). 

Sinner dropped the first set in his open-

THE ONGOING Sinquefield Cup in St Louis 
has given the world a chance to observe 
both Ding Liren and Gukesh compete in the 
classical format before their much-antici- 
pated clash in Singapore with the world 
champion's crown on the line. 

Ever since he became world champion, 
there has been plenty of chatter about the 
shape that world champion Ding Liren is 
in, both physically and mentally. Not just 
the one-on-one clash between Gukesh and 
Ding, the rest of the tournament too has 
piqued interest among fans and players to 
get a sense of the level both players are at. 
Grandmaster Anish Giri, who is also com- 
peting at the event and has had a chance to 
see both players up close, gave an insight. 

"Gukesh has been looking, for many 
months now, extremely tense and ex- 
tremely focused. Hyper-focused! I was 
reaching that stage as a kid at some point as 
well. But I felt that this hyper-focus is too 
much. I felt like you're risking burning 
yourself out if you're that way. Maybe, I’m 
wrong. Maybe, Gukesh can handle it. 
Maybe, that's what he needs to become 
world champion. Gukesh looks fit, he's 
playing quite well, not without mistakes. I 
believe he has all the chances (of becom- 
ing World Champion),” Anish told The

Talking about Gukesh’s opponent in the 
World Championship, Anish said: “What 
surprises me about Ding is that his level of 
play is actually quite high at the moment 
in this tournament (Sinquefield Cup). But 
you do still see that his physical condition 
is not top notch. I can see it, you can hear it 


in the way he sits at the board: he starts to 
move a little bit on the chair. You see it in 
the way he breathes or coughs: he coughs 
in a way that you realise that it’s not that 
he’s got a cold, but it’s anervous cough. You 
can see how nervous and anxious he is. 
He’s sometimes shaking a little bit,” Anish 
observes. 

"It's just these incredible physiological 
signs of weakness. It's quite intuitive, the 
science when people look very nervous 
and can't fully control themselves. If you 
seeitfrom up close, you'll definitely notice 
it. Even if you're playing on some other 
board, you keep hearing some coughs 
every now and then just notice that there's 
a person in the room who is very nervous. 
Yet, he's able to improve his chess level." 


Try to be calm 

Gukesh's immense concentration could 
be a double-edged sword, Anish felt. 

"Gukesh being hyper-focused could be 
an issue because maybe at some point, he 
will be upset or angry if he loses,” said the 
Dutchman, who will be in action in the sec- 
ond edition of the Global Chess League for 
the PBG Alaskan Knights franchise. 

Ahead of the final round to be played on 
Wednesday night, Gukesh was tied third 
with four other players including R 
Praggnanandhaa. 

Ding, meanwhile, is tied eight while 
Anish is last in the 10-player field. 


As someone who has played in the 
Candidates before, Anish knows a thing or 
two about how difficult it is to win the 
event and qualify for the World 
Championship. For Gukesh to become the 
youngest player to win the Candidates at 
the age of 17, that too in his first try, is par- 
ticularly commendable, says Anish. 

"Very few players have won the 
Candidates on their first try. We've had a 
lot of these preconceived notions where 
we thought this is how it should go. To win 
an event of this sort, one has to truly be- 
lieve that you can. I believe Gukesh did! 
He's very fortunate with his style in terms 
of it being very unstable. 

"It means that he can peak very high 
and he did it at the right moment (the 
Candidates). The fact that he was off form 
for half a year before (the Candidates)is ir- 
relevant. It matters what your peak is, and 
that you achieve the peak at the highest 
stage. 

"That's also a quality of an exceptional 
player, exceptional champion, that you are 
able to bring your best game when it mat- 
ters. 

“I believe there are two types of play- 
ers: those who perform worse and those 
who perform better at the highest stage. 
And if you are that second type who per- 
forms better at high-stakes events like 
Gukesh, you are very likely to become a 
champion.”

Sinner beat Michelsen for the second time 
this month, having also won a second-round 
match in Cincinnati shortly before it was re- 
vealed that he tested positive twice for an an- 
abolic steroid in March. 

Another Italian, Jasmine Paolini, played 
just three points before advancing when 
Karolina Pliskova appeared to injure her left 
foot. The No. 5-seeded Paolini, who has 
reached the finals of the French Open and 
Wimbledon in her breakout season, ad- 
vanced past the second round of the U.S. Open 
for the first time. "Finally, we made third 
round!" she said with a laugh during an in- 
terview on the court. Paolini will next play 
No. 30 seed Yulia Putintseva. 

Other women's winners included No. 6 
Jessica Pegula, No. 15 Anna Kalinskaya, No. 16 
Liudmilla Samsonova and No. 18 Diana 
Shnaider. Pegula took out fellow American 
Sofia Kenin.
